Nominated 



U. 8. Democrats Select Him as 
Their Candidate for 
President. 



The Platform Declares for the 
Free Coinage of Silver 
16 to I. 



Denounces the Expansion Pollry 
and Sympathises With 
the Boers. 



Kansas City, July 6.— The Democratic 
convention this evening nominated Mr. 
Bryan as the party's candidate for the 
presidency of the United States. Mr. 
Oldham, of Nebraska, moved the nomi- 
nation, which was seconded by Mr. 
Perkins, of Texas. 

The roll of states was taken, nnd. Mr. 
Bryan was unanimously nominated. 
The convention adjourned till to-morrow 
morning. 

Following are the chief parts of inter- 
national interest in the Democratic plat- 
form, which was adopted by acclama- 
tion: 

" We, the representatives of the Demo- 
cratic party of the United States, assem- 
bled in convention on the anniversary of 
the declaration of independence, do re-af- 
firm our faith in that immortal proclama- 
tion of the inalienable rights of man, and 
our allegiance to the constitution framed 
in harmony therewith by the fathers of 
the Republican party. We hold, with 
the United States Supreme court, that 
the declaration of independence is the 
spirit of our government, of which the 
constitution is the form and letter. Wo 
declare again that .ill governments in- 
stituted among men derive their just 
powers from the consent of the governed, 
and that any government not based on 
the consent of the governed is a tyranny, 
nnd that to impose .m any people a 
government of force is to substitute the 
methods of imperialism for those of n 
republic. We hold that the constitution 
follows the ilag, and denounce the doe- 
trine that an executive or congress de- 
riving their existence ami their powers 
from the constitution can exercise lawtful 
authority beyond it or in violation of it. 
We assert that no nation can 'long en- 
dure as half republic und half empire, 
nnd we warn the American peopk. that 
imperialism abroad will lead quickly ami 
inevitably to despotism at home. Be- 
lieving in these fundamental principles, 
we denounce the Porto Eico law enacted 
by a Republican congress against the 
protests ami opposition of a Democratic 
minority, as a bold ai.d open violation of 
the nation's organic law and a flagrant 
breach of the national good faith. It 
imposes upon the people of Porto Rico :i 
government without their consent, and 
taxation without representation. It dis- 
honors the American people by repro- 
ducing a solemn pledge made in their 
behalf by the commanding general nf our 
army, which the Porto Ricans welcomed 
to a peaceful mid unresisted occupation 
of their lands. It doomed to poverty 
and distress a people whose helplessness 
appeals with peculiar force to our justice 
and magnanimity. In this, the Jirst act 
of its imperialism programme, the Re- 
publican party seeks to commit the 
United States to a colonial policy incon- 
sistent with republican institutions, and 
condemned by the Supreme court in 
ftumcrous decisions. 

We demand the prompt and honest ful- 
fillment of our pledge to the Cuban peo- 
ple and the world, that the United States 
has no disposition nor intention to ex- 
ercise sovereignty, jurisdiction or con- 
trol over the Island of Cuba, except for 
its pacification. The war ended nearly 
two years ago, profound peace reigns 
over all the plantations, and still the ad- 
ministration keeps the government of 
the island from its people, while Repub- 
lican carpetbag officiate plunder its rev- 
enues and exploit the colonial theory, to 
the disgrace of the American people. 

We condemn and denounce the Philip- 
pine policy ot' the present administration, 
it has involved the republic in unneces- 
sary war, sacrificed the lives of ninny of 
our noblest sons and placed the United 
States, previously known and applauded 
throughout, the world as the champion of 
freedom, in the false and un-Ainerican 
position of crushing liberty and self-gov- 
ernment. The Filipinos cannot be citi- 
zens without endangering our civilization; 
they cannot be subjects without imperil- 
ling our form of government, and an we 
are not willing to surrender our civiliza 
don or to convert the republic into ai 
empire, we favor an immediate decim- 
ation of the nation's purpose to give t< 
the Filipinos; first, a stable form of gov 
eminent; second, independence; and third, 
protection from outside interference, such 
as has been given for nearly a century to 
the republics of Central and South Am- 
erica. 

The greedy commercialism which dic- 
tated the Philippine policy of the Repub 
lican administration, attempted to justify 
it with the plea, that " it. -will pay, but 
even Hum .sordid and unworthy pleu fails 
when .brought to the test of facts. The 
war of criminal aggression against the 
Filipinos, entailing an annual expendi 
ture of many millions, has already co;t 
more than any possible profit that could 
accrue from the entire Philippine trade 
for years to come. Furthermore, when 
trade is extended at the expense of lib 
erty, the price is always too high. 

We are not opposed to territorial ex- 
pansion, when it takes in desirable tor 
ritoiy, which can bi> creeled into states 
in the Union, and whose people are will- 
ing and lit to become American citizens. 
Wo favor expansion by every peaceful 
and legitimate means, but we are unal- 
terably opposed to the seizing or purchas- 
ing of distant islands to be governed out 
side the constitution, and whose people 
can never become citizens. 

The platform insists on the strict main- 
tenance of the Monroe doctrine, and d 
elans that a small standing army and 
a well disciplined .state militia aro suffl 
cient in time of peace. The platform also 
pronounces against monopolies and trusts 



and condemns the Dingley tariff bill as 
u trust-breeding measure. Proceeding, 
the platform states: 

We favor such an enlargement of the 
scope of the interstate eonn.iereial law 
as will enable the commission to protect 
"vi>--uluals and communities from dis- 
ci : if nations and the republic from unjust 
and -unfair transportation rates. 

We reaffirm and endorse the principles 
of the national Democratic platform 
adopted at Chicago in 1800, and we re- 
iterate the demand of that platform for 
an American financial system made ry 
the American people themselves, which 
shall restore and maintain a bimetallic 
price level, and, as part of such system, 
the immediate restoration of the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver and gold at 
the present legal ratio of 10 to 1, with- 
out waiting for the- consent of any other 
nation. 

We denounce the currency bill enacted 
at the last session of congress as a step 
forward in the Republican policy, which 
aims to discredit the sovereign right of 
the national .government to issue all 
money whether coin or paper, and to be- 
stow upon national banks the power to 
issue and control the volume of paper 
money for their own benefit. A per- 
manent national bank currency, secured 
by government bonds, must have a per- 
manent debt to rest upon, and if the 
bank currency is to increase with the 
population und business, the debt must 
also increase. Tin- Republican currency 
-scheme is therefore a scheme for fasten- 
ing upon the taxpayer*, a perpetual and 
growing debt.

Little News From South Africa 
-Canadian Red Cross 
Service. 



London, July (i.— (t:0. r ) a. m.) — The cor- 
don around Gen. Dewet appears, still to 
be wide — at least he has not yet been 
cornered. Despatches from the" front, 
except official ones, deal with trifles or 
vague probabilities. 

The Daily Telegraph's Lorenzo 
Marques correspondent attempted on 
July 4 to interview President Kruger at 
Watcrvulonder. Herr Kruger was 
there, but he deputed State Secretary 
Reitz to talk. The Secretary said: 

" We do not need to discuss peace. 
President Kruger wishes, through me, to 
repent what he has said over and over 
again. The South African Republic will 
fight for independence as long as 500 
burghers remain alive, and even then 
will continue the tight. Such is our de- 
cision." 

Dr. Conn n Doyle, writing to the Brit- 
ish Medical Journal, says he thinks there 
were 10,000 to 12,000 cases of enteric 
fever at one time. Six hundred patients 
died at Bloemfontein in one month. Dr. 
Doyle declares that the physicians did all 
they could. 

Toronto. July 5 — John Ewan cables the 
Globe as follows: 

"Col. J. L. Bigger is appointed suc- 
cessor to Col. G. S. Ryerson as bead of 
the Red Cross service. Col. Bigger be- 
longs to Belleville, and went over with 
Slruthcona's Horse. He has been on 
the staff of the Army Service Corps. He 
is a major in the Canadian militia, and 
has been given the local rank of lieuten- 
ant-colonel. Dr. Ryerson has started 
for home." 

London, July 5.— A number of in- 
valided members of the first Canadian 
contingent sailed for home on the Allan 
Line steamer Parisian to-day. They 
complained bitterly of the treatment 
they were subjected to in the field hos- 
pitals. 

London, July 5.— -Lord Roberts re- 
ports from Pretoria, under date of July 
5, that Lieut. Rnndle, of the Carbineers, 
and a patrol were captured by the Boers 
near Pretoria, July 4. He also says 
trains are running to Greylingstad from 
Natal, that several respectable Boers 
have surrendered recently, that a -sol- 
diers' home has been opened at Heidel- 
berg, tne inhabitants subscribing the in- 
itial expenses, and that a total of 2,0111 
stands of arms have been delivered to 
Gen. Barton at Klerksdorp, Krugers- 
dorps and Potchefstroom, all in the 
Trunsvaal.

D. J. Cunningham, Lord Justice Romor, 
and Dr. Church, president of the Royal 
College of Physicians. 



Loudon, July (!.— (2:1)0 a.m.)— The story 
tliat all foreigners in Pekin were murder- 
ed on June 30 and July 1 appears to he 
circulating simultaneously at Chee Foo, 
Shanghai and Tien Tsin„ yet, as it is not 
confirmed by official despatches and is not 
traceable to the Southern viceroys, who 
are still in certain communication with 
Pekin, there is a basis for the hope that 
it is untrue. 

Correspondents of the Express at 
Shanghai gather details from Chinese- 
sources which, pieced together, relate- 
that when the foreigners' ammunition 
was exhausted, the Boxers nnd imperial 
troops rushed the British legation and 
poured into tile courtyard with fanatical, 
fury. 

The foreign troops were so hopelessly 
outnumbered that their fate was certain. 
The moment the mob broke in the court- 
yard was converted into a shambles. 
Others of the invaders spread into the 
interior of the building. The correspond- 
ent adds: "There is only left the hope 
that in the final rush of the murderous- 
horde, the men of die legations 'had time- 
to slay with their own hands their wo- 
men and children. The Chinese are whis- 
pering the terrible story under their- 
breaths. Their ■ attitude towards the ■ 
foreigners in the streets has undergone- 
a strange change. The demeanor of the- 
better eJasH of Chinese is one of pity 
Tiithei than of triumph; even the rabble- 
in the native quarters are silent." 

Two Manchus who arrived at Shang- 
hai certify to the truth of the statement 
that Prince Tuan visited the palace and. 
offered the Emperor <ind the Dowager 
Empress the alternative of poison or the- 
sword. The Emperor, they say, took, 
poison and died within an hour. The- 
Dowager Empress also chose poison, but 
craftily swallowed only a portion ot 
what was offered her and survived. 

On the same day the Chinese customs 
bureau was destroyed, Sir Robert Hart, 
the inspector of customs, and his staff - 
escaping to the legations. 

Intense indignation is felt in Shanghai: 
against the supposed action of the pow- 
ers in restraining Japan from sending ana 
army to Pekin immediately. The pow- 
ers are accused of being guilty of mur- 
der, as are Prince Tuan's fanatics, and. 
Sir Robert Hart is blamed for not hav- 
ing informed the foreigners of the im- 
mense imports of arms, especially four- 
weeks ago. 

The Chinese commanders are prepar- 
ing for a severe campaign, and are put- 
ting into operation plans drawn up by • 
German officers last year for an invasion;* 
from the seaboard by Russia. 

The correspondent of the Daily Mail at 
Shanghai, telegraphing under date of 
July 5, 12:10 p.m., says it may be taken 
for granted that all the foreigners lis 
Pekin have been wiped out. Taeti Yum 
admitted to the correspondent that the; ■ 
ease of the Europeans in Pekin is hope- 
less, in his opinion. He believes that if 
they have not yet been massacred, it is; 
only a matter of hours before they will' 
be. 

A letter brought by courier from Pekin, 
received in Shanghai July -1, says the 
Boxers are gathering huge forces about 
Pekin. Reinforcements are arriving; 
from all directions. This is taken to in- 
dicate a concerted action among the no- 
bles, who are believed to have thrown in 
their lot with the Boxers. The Emperor 
and Empress Dowager, the letter says, 
are completely under the thumb of Prince.- 
Tuan and Yang Ki. 

Despatch! s from Hongkong says the- 
"Triads" secret society are assuming a- 
threatening demeanor. 

London. July 5. — In the House of Com- 
mons to-day, Mr. Brc-derick; parliamen- 
tary secretary id' the foreign office, said 
that Rear-Admiral Bruce had telegraph- 
ed that, all the allied admirals at Takti 
were working in perfect accord. 

Rip'ying to other questions, Mr. Brod- 
erick said he thought it doubtful if any 
organized government existed in China, . 
with which Great Britain could consider 
herself at war. The government, he also- 
said, had no confirmation of the report-

The safety of foreigners in North China 
depends upon Japan's prompt nction 
Japan has 70,000 troops, hut it prevented 
from sending to China by internal jeal- 
ousy. 

The morning papers have various con 
tinental despatches, handling the.qttes 
tiou as to why Japan does not send more 
troops to China; but none of them 
throws much light upon the subject. 

The Daily Mail offers some direct tes- 
timony from a Yokohama correspondent, 
to whom was sent -the query: "Could 
Japan have relieved FeUm if given i 
free hand'.'" The correspondent replied 
"Yes, Japan's strength is ample, and her 
ability to use it is unquestioned. The 
truth is that the Mikado's ministers have 
been excessively cautious, fearing that a 
great display of force might precipitate 
complications among the powers." 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Times telegraphs, under date of July 4, 
as follows: 

" The commanders of the allies recog- 
nize the fact that they must wait for re- 
inforcements some ume before ad- 
vancing. The worst is rumored and 
feared. Viceroy Liu Kun Yi wires to 
the British consul that he will be able 
with the Hunan troops to preserve or- 
der." 

The Times' Odessa correspondent says 
that on July 1 orders were received from 
St. Petersburg to prepare the 13th divi- 
sion to embark for the Far East. 

Berlin, July 5.— The Deutsche Tages 
Zeitung prints a Chee Foo special, saying 
that the Chinese banner troops seized on 
Monday night the Pei Ho bridge, secur- 
ing the line of retreat of the interna- 
tional troops to Taku, after repeated 
fierce attacks, in which the Chinese lost 
hundreds. They next drove off the Kus- 
sians from their station outside Tien 
Tsin, after a two days' desperate resist- 
ance, and encircled the concession, which 
their artillery is now dominating. The 
Chinese minister is still here. He told a 
representative of the Associated Press 
to-day that he did not know where the 
Empress, the Emperor and Tsung Li 
Yamen now are. Ho thinks it likely 
that Prince Tuan has seized the throne 
and especially as the Prince has legiti- 
mate claims thereto, his father having 
been appointed Emperor. Bishop Anzer 
before leaving Berlin declared it probable 
thai the powers would master the present 
revolt if they acted harmoniously 
throughout. Otherwise he believed the 
revolt would spread throughout China, 
and then the task would prove to he an 
impossibility. 

Shanghai. July 5.— Emperor Kwang 
Sui committed suicide on June IS by 
taking opium, under compulsion of 
Prince Tuan. 

The Empress Dowager also took poison 
but is still alive, though reported to be 
insane from the effects of the drug. 

The above has been officially reported 
to the German consular staff. 

Pekin. July 5.— The French consul at 
Chee Foo telegraphs that a Chinaman 
wdio left rekin on June 25 reports that 
all the ministers and residents were then 
assembled at the British legation. The 
French, German and Japanese legations 
were guarded by their own detachments, 
and M. Richon, the French minister, and 
•his svife were well. The other legations, 
the custom house and the missions had 
been burned. 

The foreign troops had lost six men 
killed and bad six wounded, including the 
commander of the British detachment. 

London, July 5— The oft-repeated story 
of the massacre of all the whites in 
Pekin is being told to-day with the cir- 
cumstantiality that almost convinces 
those who have hitherto refused to credit 
the sickening tales. 

The only hopeful feature of the evil 
news is the fact that it conies from 
Chinese sources at Shanghai. 

Despatches from Chee Foo, dated yes- 
terday, voice a fear that, in view of the 

immineni f the summer rains, it will 

be impossible for the joint forces to ad- 
vance t" Pekin until autumn. 

According to reports from Shanghai, 
tbe Chinese army on the march south- 
ward from Pekin has reached Lofa. This 
is prestimab'y Gen. Nieh Si Gang's force 
en route to attack Tien Tsin. 

Another force of 30,000 Chinese from 
Lutai has appeared northeast of Tiou 
Tsin, and is reported to have been driven 
back by the combined forces of Kussiu 
and Japan. 

The losses of the Internationals were 
heavy.

a horrible spectacle. Chinese bodies lay 
thick around the guns. 

The situation in Kwang Tung (or 
eastern province) grows -worse. La Hung 
Chang is said to be trying to raise a 
force of 200,000 militia. 

The statement is published in Berlin 
that the Chinese have already taken 
Tien Tsin, hut a cable despatch from 
Shanghai, dated July 3 (4 p. m.), shows 
that, according to latest advices, the city 
was still in the hands of the international 
troops, though the Chinese forces con- 
tinued their attempt to isolate them, as 
they did at Pekin. They were receiving 
constant accessions, many troops arriv- 
ing from Manchuria. The despatch adds 
that Col. Wegack, commanding the Rus- 
sians at Tien Tsin, was almost exhaust- 
ed. He had been three days and nights 
in the saddle directing the operations. 

A despatch received to-day by a news 
agency of this city from Shanghai, under 
date of July 4, announces that the Brit- 
ish legation' at Pekin with 1.C00 refugees 
was still safe when the message was 
sent. The despatch does not give the j 
Pekin date, but adds: "With the last 
reinforcements the force investing the 
legation numbers 80,000. But for the 
opportune arrival of the Japanese troops, 
the phu.- would have been captured long' 
since. The heavy fighting resulted in 
lilling the legation with wounded." 

London, July 5.— In the House of 
Commons to-day the parliamentary sec- 
retary «.! the foreign office, Mr. William 
St. John Broderick, said the government 
had no information to the effect that 
Kear-Admiral Kempff opposed the at- 
tack on the Taku Du-ls on the ground 
that it would force the Chinese regulars 
into an alliance with tin- Boxers. 

Mr. Brocoriek later announced that the 
government was hourly expecting a reply 
to a communication addressed to Japan, 
and said the Chinese minister in London 
had been informed that the authorities 
at Pekin would be held personally guilty 
for any injury sustained by the Euro- 
peans, "and he 'had been requested to con- 
vey this information so as to have it 
reach without fail the authorities at 
Pekin. The purport of this, said Mr. 
Broderick in conclusion, would be com- 
municated to the various viceroys. 

Washington, July 5.--A cablegram has 
been received by the state department 
from Consul-General Good now, Shang- 
hai, declaring that there is imminent dan- 
ger of an extension of the Boxer rebel- 
lion to the southern Chinese provinces, 
unless the' international forces are main- 
tained and increased. 

Montreal, July 5.— Mr. Robert Kerr, 
passenger traffic manager of the C. P. It., 
in an interview today said that the rail- 
way is prepared to land 10,000 troops 
from Liverpool to Shanghai in 28 or at 
the outside 30 days, providing the Im- 
perial government placed fast transports 
in the service between Liverpool 
Quebec.

THE BRITANNIA MINES. 

A Million and a Half Purchase Price of 
Properties. 

nncouver, July 5.— The mining world of 
Vancouver Is talking about the sale of the 
Britannia. It Is not very often that three 
different syndicates are after one group of 
mines; all offering the sum the company 
asks; all endeavoring to secure the properly 
at one million and a half. In any event, 
the Britannia group of mines will change 
hands for $1,500,000 on or after July 10. 
and whatever syndicate secures It, the sale 
means much to the British Columbia Coast 
cities. 

Ever since the group was purchased from 
Mr. Boscowltz, of Victoria, for very much 
less than $100,000 by Mr. J. II. Adams and 
his associates, mining engineers have been 
(locking to the mines to examine then,, 
with a view of possible purchase. Many 
offers have been made, ranging from $500,- 

000 to $1,500,000. The first offer consider- 
ed by the company was one for $1,300,000, 
and an option was granted at those figures. 
The parties negotiating, however, did not 
take advantage of the offer. Shortly after 
this J. H. Scott, M.E., of Vancouver, 
placed himself In communication with ills 
British connections, and after he had exam- 
ined the property for them and reported 
favorably upon it, the syndicate Mr. Scott 
represents had other mining engineers 
thoroughly examine It. The reports of the 
different mining engineers varied hut little. 
All agreed that the Britannia group of 
mines, which It should be noted are at 
Vancouver's doors, presented one of the 
richest surface showings lu the world. The 
Scott syndicate then informed Mr. Scott to 
open negotiations for the mines on the 
basis of $1,500,000. Mr. Scott did so, ami 
after verbally settling the matter, walled 
for a cable from the old country. It came 
in due time, but was a little slow In com- 
ing. Before the cable arrived, however, 
another English syndicate had secured an 
option on the property until tin., loth of 
July, at $1,500,000, and for some ten days 
Oils second syndicate have hail iwo mining 
engineers at the mines, making it very 
thorough examination. It is reported that 

1 he company officials say that this second 
syndicate will take advantage of their 
option; If they do nut, (he Scott syndicate 
Will, of eonr.se, hold good. 

The thin] syndicate Is waiting fur 
poss.lilc slip between the cup and the 
The $1,500,000 is for the entire mines, not 
seven-tenths, as reported; so that Mr. Bos 
cowltjs and others, who own three-tenths 
Interest among them, will cast in then 
lot with the other owners who are princi- 
pally Montana people. 

Should the Scott syndicate succeed lu 
purchasing the mines, they say tuey will 
Spend one million dollars in equipping and 
developing, and as soon as the mine 1 
proved, they will erect big smelters on th 
grounds, and secure all supplies possible lu 
Vancouver and British Columbia. The syn 
dlcate Is already operating large smeltei 
plants In the old country, so that they arc 
thoroughly conversant with this branch of 
the business. 

From the fact that three syndicates have 
offered a million and a half for the Bittan- 
nla group of mines, and that some of the 
famous British engineers have reported 
that there are .'{,000,000 or more tons of ore 
In sight. None of the newspapers have 
described the mines In such warm, glowing 
language as the engineers who have exam- 
ined the property. 

Owing to the fame of the Britann'a 
group, the country all about has been 
staked, and a group of mines have been 
taken np by prominent Vancouver peopl 
called the Goidstream mines. A company 
has been formed and capitalized for half 
a mlllifm, and now the news conies that 
the engineers who have examined these 
properties claim they are as rich as the 
Britannia.

Arrives Hen 



Brings fiver Tw > Hundred Tour. 
Ists and Klondlkers and 
Much Gold, 



The Bank of B. N. A. Sends Out 
$600.000-8ko U way 
Incorporated. 



Steamer Queen arrived shortly before 
midnight last night from Skagway, Sit- 
ka, the Glaciers, Juneau, Kiilwnoo and 
Metlakatla. She brought two hundred 
ex^u.-s-ionis.s, about egutem Klondikers, 
mauyif whom carried well ladened grips 
of goid, and a smattering of Northern- 
ers, Among the.se were Marsha! Shoup, 
of Alaska, and eight prisoners brought 
down by him to serve terms or imprison- 
ment on McNeil's Island. Five of tlie.se 
prisoners were Indians, who had been 
found guilty at Skagwny of the murder 
of the Horton's; man and wife, of Port- 
land, last winter. In all six were sen- 
tenced, but the other will have bis pun- 
ishment meted out io him in the North. 
He, Jim Hanson— the one who confessed 
the murder— is to be banged at Sitka on 
September 21. The others will have to 
servo terms ranging from 20 to 50 years 
Two, Kicktoo and Jim Williams, get 00 
years, Day Kanteen 30, J. Klenick nud 
Mark Clenet 20 years. A number of In- 
dians came down to bid farewell to their 
tribesmen. The other prisoners of the 
Marshal were Ah Louis, a Chinaman, 
who is to Berve three years for rape; 
Frank Short, 15 mouths, and Jack Blon- 
deau IS mouths for counterfeiting. 

Of the Klondikers, the richest is said 
to be Joe Conti, who is said to have $15,- 
000. In all 75 Klondikers reached Skag- 
way on the day the Queen sailed for 
the south, and some caught the steamer 
Dirigo. They .brought with them over 
$000,000 in gold dust. The largest of 
these gold dust shipments was that of the 
Bank of British .North America, which 
was said to be only two ounces short of 
half a million dollars. Mr. Wood, book- 
keeper of the Dawson branch of the 
bank making the shipment, and Mr. 
Laure, one of the clerks, had the treasure 
in. charge. 

Among the other passengers were at 
least a score carrying heavy satchels and 
boxes, and a gentleman who came over 
Witli them, estimated that the, aggregate 
,\y;.»ild amount to about $100,000 to SluO,- 
000. 

» sCUe party left Dawsoti oil the steamer 
Sibyl and reached White Horse in live 
days, although the boat was for eight 
hours stuck fast on a sandbar at the 
head of Lake Le Barge. 

Skagway has decided to incorporate by 
vox populo. At the election held on Fri- 
day last, the citizens voted as follows on 
the election to die.dj whether they 
should incorporate: Vor incorporation, 
240; against, 00. There were 300 votes 
cast, the l.ght vote resulting from the 
property qualifications required. The 
election fur eoiiiicilm. u resulted in the 
return ot the following: li. O. Sylvester. 
AV. L. Green, Lee Guthrie, E. It. Peoples, 
Laramie Mayer, Johu Hislcp and John 
Laumeister. The following school direct- 
ors were elected: .1. M. Wiuslow, 1. N. 
[Wiicoxen u,i J (Jonos }• ord. 

It. Campbell, a miner, who has been 
prospecting in the Porcupine district, w.ie 
accidentally shot on June 2-1. He be- 
longed to North Carolina. 

The Alaskan of June 20 says: 

"Victor Gilmer, of Birmingham, Eng- 
land, Wus before the court yesterday on 
the charge of smuggling diamonds. It 
will bo remembered that four travellers 
were arrested last year ou this charge, 
of whom Gilmer, in whose possession tne 
gems were found, was the only one held, 
lie gave bait and was allowed to proceed 
upon his journey to the interior. The 
defendant came before the court as a 
petitioner, Mr. Price appearing for him., 
lie stated that he hud fifty pieces of 
jewellery and gems, aud that Messrs; 
Simon, Leiser & Co., of Victoria, who 
bonded the net of his goods, advised him 
to carry the goods in question to Skag- 
way and there clear tuem. Before he 
could do this he was arrested and. search- 
ed. He stated that the proceedings had 
already cost him about 5i2,UOO. 

"Mr. Gilinir s testimony was taken 
by the stenographer, and when the notes 
are extended Judge Brown will decide 
whether to make a recommendation to 
the treasury department m his favor." 

The Queen, ou her way down, passed 
a .broken down steamer in tow of a tug 
boat at 1 a.m. yesterday. It was very 
dark and she -wus unable to make out the 
vessels perfectly. Capt. Jensen says the 
broken down steamer was a small vessel 
about the size of the Queen City. He 
thought her to bo a British steamer. 
She had two masts, had a high deck and 
was built up forward. Her stem was 
straight. She was oil Point Trueman, 
just this side of Queen Charlotte Sound, 
bound down. 

It is not known what vessel this can 
be. It is not likely that it is any vessel 
fiom this port, unless it be the Bos- 
cowitz. The Princess Louise and Tees 
were passed, bound North, all well. 

The Queen, after landing about twenty 
passengers here, left for the Sound 
about 1 a. in. 

M1SSKD HIS BOAT. 

Eight Thousand Dollars in Gold Was on 
the Danube, but Owner Got 
Left. 

The City of Seattle is a fast boat, hut 
is not fast enough to meet the de-sires of 
rapid travel that one John Hilditch has 
in his restless breast, says the -Skagway 
Alaskan. John came out of Dawson 
with $8,000 du dust. He had a partner 
with him, who also bad some dust. They 
placed it in a stateroom of the Cutch 
and locked the door. 

Then John came up town and by some 
chance bought a ticket on the Danube in- 
stead of the Cutch, and meeting another 
John, whose second name begins with B 
he managed to get to the Skagway wharf 
a minute or two after the Danube left. 
On Wednesday he was one of the three 
hundred and forty passengers on the City 
of Seattle, in the hope of overtaking his 
gold.

'LONGSHOREMEN STRIKE. 

They Demand Fifty Cents an Hour- 
Japs Do the Work. 

It was not until 3 o'clock this morning 
that the steamer Itiojuu Marti, which 
arrived from the Orient on Thursday 
afternoon, resumed her voyage. She 
had not uiore thau 400 tons of cargo for 
this port. This included 300 tons of 
sulphur. It was expected that this 
would have been lauded in time to allow 
of her departure for Seattle yesterday 
morning, but the 'longshoremen refused 
duty. 

The agents of the steamship company 
offered them -10 cents an hour to work 
the steamer's cargo, but not a man of 
them Was willing to go to work for less 
than four bits an hour — which, to say tho 
least, is a somewhat high figure for 
'longshore work. It seems that at pres- 
ent there is no plethora of labor in the 
city, aud the " freight handlers," being 
aware of this, are trying to be>ar up the 
price of their labor. On Thursday those 
working on the Danube are said to have 
averaged about $7 each for their day's 
work in loading that vessel, which sailed 
ou Thursday night for Skagway. 

Because of tho failure to get white 
freight handlers, the stevedores were 
obliged to employ Japanese, whet, lacking 
experience, are not as quick workers as 
the 'longshoremen Who value their ser- 
vices so highly. With the employment 
of the Japs and the probable expenditure 
of the revenue received for their previous 
labors, though, it is altogether likely 
that the 'longshoremen will be only too 
anxious to go to work on the next ship 
that comes along. 



FROM THE NORTH. 

Steamer -Wiliapa Reached Port Yester- 
day—The Skeena Hatckery. 

Steamer Wiliapa arrived from Naas 
and way ports yesterday, and to-day she 
begins to loud cargo and prepare for an- 
other Voyage to the Northern coast, ou 
which she leaves Sunday night. There 
were few' passengers and an average 
freight, including some small consign- 
ments of salmon. Among the possengere 
■who eauie ou to Victoria — several de- 
barked at Vancouver — were J. G. Gar- 
vin, returning officer for the Cassiar dis- 
trict, who brought down the ballot boxes; 
Gapt. Paxton, Mr. Humphrey and Miss 
Tranter, The salmon were reported to 
be running well, both on the Skeena and 
on Rivers Inlet and the other Northern 
inlets. The fishermen were all busy and 
the packs were beginning to grow at the 
canneries. Tuey bad not yet reached a 
high figure. On the Skeena there had 
been a big freshet, and ice was coming 
elown from the glaciers. The river 
steamer Caledonia was tied up at Bal- 
moral, unable to get up owing to the 
floating ice and the swift state of the 
river. The Monte Cristo, the opposition 
vessel, was met hound North from Vic- 
toria in Fitzhugh Sound. Other vessels 
reported by the Wiliapa were the Tees 
at Alert Bay, and the Princess Louise, 
which was passed off Cape Mudge with 
a load of cattle for Skagway on. board. 
The D. G. S. Quadra was on the Skeena, 
Capt. Walbrau consulting with the cau- 
nerynieu as to tho best site for the 
hatchery to be established on that river. 

BIG RUN OF SALMON. 

Boats Secure Three Thousand Fish On 
One Shift at Clayoquot. 

There has been a big run of salmon 
in Clayoquot Sound, according to news 
brought by the steamer Clayoquot, which 
returned from the West ("oast yesterday. 
The cannery commenced operations on 
Tuesday lust, the boats securing 3,000 
fish ou one shift. Tho Clayoquot spoke 
the schooners Triumph and Viva in the 
sound, waiting for crews. It is expected 
that they will said for Behriug sea next 
week,

FEEDING THE CHILDREN. 

How the Government Looks After Little 
Ones in India. 

From London Chronicle. 

It i s the children who fare best under 
the- village system. Ten o'cb ck is the 
hour for the morning meal, but here they 
come flocking into Sakri from, S o'clock 
onward, and cluster under the shade o£ 
the great banyan tree till breakfast time 
arrives. AH ogee and e'zaa are repre- 
sented, from the staid l.ttle maid of eight, 
who has attained the dignity of a rag of 
a skirt, to tho naked and scarcely wean- 
ed butcha. Inside the kitchen the Brah- 
min C ooks careful y watch the great 
earthen pots filled to. the brim with n 
seething savory mess of rice, pulse, ghee 
and e alt At 10 o'clock the youngsters 
squat in orderly rows under the shade of 
the ?aves of the kitchen, or in an adjoin- 
ing bamboo shed. Each wears a metal 
disk entitling the bearer to two free 
meala a day; each carries a little platter 
or porringer. The cooks' work is done, 
and the scalding savory mess is ladled 
out into the empty porringers. "Why 
not begin? Bahut gurrum! Sahib!" 
(Too hot, sir!) is the reply. Little fin- 
gers soon feel cautiously round tho edge 
of the mess, and soon sixty little hands 
are busily engaged in filling sixty little 
mouths, and sixty plump little corpora- 
tions "swell visibly" in the process. 

One little maid has brought a crushed 
chili with her, and mixed microscop'e 
potations of the fiery spice with each 
mouthful. The ration seems an astonish- 
ingly large one for these little frarr.es, 
.but the Indian child's capacity for vege- 
table food is abnormal, and the occa- 
sions are rare when the supply is not 
equal to a moderate second portion. And 
how tho youngsters thrive on it! No 
sign of 6tarving or emaciation here; the 
little ones are as fat as buttpr. and in 
far better condition physically than they 
Would bo -in ordinary years.

FLOATED IN LONDON. 

Le Itoi No. 3 Shares Already at a 
Premium. 

Itossland, July 5.— News has reached here 
from London to the effect that the British 
American Corporation has floated success- 
fully there, the Le Rol No. 3. 'The capital 
took consists of 100,000 shares of fS each. 
The shares have all been subscribed for 
and already command a premium of 15 
shillings. 

The Le Rol No. 8 owns the Nickel Plate, 
Great Western, Golden Dawn, Golden Char- 
iot and other properties. The Nickel Plate 
lias been opened to the 600-foot level, and 
is fully developed by drifts, etc., to the 
200-foot level, and partially developed to 
the 400-foot level. Arrangements have 
been made to ship 250 tons of ore per day 
from tho Nickel Plate. The hoist Is In 
position, and all Unit remains to be done 
Is to complete the 750 ton bin on which 
work has already been started, to extend 
the spur on the Red Mountain railway 
to the bin, a distance of something over 
300 feet. 

The Great Western has a shaft down 3./0 
feet, but It is thought it will be operated 
through the Nickel Plate's shaft, as wi'l 
also be the Golden Chariot. This makes 
three Le Rol companies which the HtHish 
America Corporation has floated In Loadou. 
the Le Kol proper, the Le Hoi No. ami 
the Le Rol No. 3. There remains only Le 
Rol No. 4 to float, which will operate the 
Columbia and Kootenny group. 



TO BELIEVE KUMASSI. 

Colonel Wilcocks Will Be Tbere by the 
Middle of July. 

London, July 5.— The under secretary of 
state for the colonies, the Earl of Selborue, 
announced in the house of lords to-day 
that the governor of the Gold Coast Colony 
Frederick Mitchell Hodgson, with six 
hundred native soldiers, commanded by 
Major Morris, left Kumassl on June 23. 
le added that Capt. Bishop and 100 native 
oldiers remained there with rations sufll- 
lent to last until July 15. Colonel Wilcocks 
promised to personally relieve Kuniassi l>y 
that elate under any circumstances. The 
news of the governor's leaving Kumassl 
was contained la a despatch from OoloueJ 
Icocks, dated Fumsu, July 4, which 
adds: "Burroughs, with four hundred na- 
tive soldiers, arrived at Dompossl on July 
The enemy was completely surprised 
and evacuated the stockade." 

Burroughs captured forty guns and am- 
munition, and killed thirty of the enemy.

THE MINISTERIAL ELECTIONS. 

All the provincial ministers have been 
elected by ncclnnwition. In one or two 
of the constituencies there was sonic 
talk of opposition, but it Came to nothing 
This may be taken us indicative of a 
general desire on the part of the people 
that there shall be, for a time at least, a 
period of political peace. These minis- 
terial elections are worthy of note be- 
cause it is the first occasion on which the 
President of the Council has gone before 
his constituents fox re-election, but it 
must be mentioned tnat this was not be- 
cause any obligation rests upon the 
President of the Council as such to take 
this course. Mr. Dunsmuir did so be- 
•cause there seemed to be a colorable 
reason why he should, because of a small 
.allowance being attached to the otliee. 
When the matter was first brought to his 
attention, Mr. Dunsmuir expressed him- 
self as pleased that lie was afforded an 
opportunity to go before the people again. 
In response to a suggestion that perhaps 
.in strict law he was not called upon to 
.take such a course, he said that he did 
.not care what the strict law might be, if 
there was the least reason to suppose 
that his seat in the hnuse became vacant, 
lie would offer for re-election, because he 
■ desired to submit his course in accepting 
the premiership to the approval of the 
jieople who elected him. We hope this 
very valuable precedent will always be 
followed hereafter, and hence that, how- 
ever indisposed Mr. Dunsmuir may be to 
accepting any allowance as premier, he 
will consent to the allowance being eon- 
tinned, so that for the future no one 
may accept the premiership without a 
portfolio, and thus avoid the necessity of 
.going bach for re-election. 



tawn. In the third place, the people of 
British Columbia are quite competent to 
handle their own uffairs. The independ- 
ence of the provinces within tho consti- 
tutional limits of the British North Am- 
erica Act must be strictly respected. The 
people of this province showed in the 
plainest possible way that they are 
abundantly able to decide upon any is- 
sue that may be presented to them, and 
they are in no mind to allow their af- 
fairs to be controlled to suit the purposes 
of a cabinet, which is retained in power 
by the votes of provinces on the other 
Side of the continent. There is no one 
iiuestiou upon which the people will pre- 
sent such an undivided front as this. 
They may differ on questions respecting 
the tariff, they may be Conservatives or 
they may be Liberals in federal politics, 
they may favor the socialistic principles 
of which Mr. Martin was tho representa- 
tive, or they may prefer the more sober 
views entertained by the Dunsmuir cab- 
inet; but on the question of provincial 
rights they will be as one man. Canada 
is a confederation; in their respeetiv 
spheres the Provinces are equal to the 
Dominion, and the people of this 'provinc ', 
at least, will resent any interference 
from Ottawa, except in response to their 
clearly expressed wishes, no matter 
whether that interference is otlieial or is 
disguised in private anil confidential 
communications. On June i> the people 
of the province spoke and effect was 
given to their verdict. If no action bad 
been taken upon that verdict by the Ot- 
tawa cabinet, there is little doubt that 
the house would have refused to vote 
supply, and the whole business of the 
province would have been brought to a 
standstill; but between giving effect to 
the demand of the people, expressed 
through the ballot box, and the intrusion 
of federal advice into purely provincial 
matters, the distinction is too broad to 
be disregarded. 



A BIT OF HI STORY. 

We do not care to serve up warmed- 
over issues for the edification of Col- 
onist readers, but when they involve a 
principal and new light is cast upon them, 
it is excusable to do so. The correspond- 
ence between Senator Scott and ex-Lieu- 
tenaut-Goveruor Mclnnes shows that the 
demand for an early session of the legis- 
lature in 1S90, in which the Colonist took 
a prominent part, might have been pro- 
• duet.ive of fruit, if it had not been for 
the intrusion, by Senator Scott of his 
views upon the Lieutenant-Governor's 
duty in the premises. Senator Scott had 
learned from some source that the Lieu 
tenant-Governor bad decided to yield to 
popular pressure, and he thereupon urged 
him not to do so. The Lieuteuant-Gov- 
■ ernor unwisely listened to the sugges- 
tion, and the house was not called to- 
gether until January. The reason why 
Senator Scott interfered in the matter 
was because he was afraid that an early 
ticssion would give Mr. Joseph Martin 
some advantage, and it did not suit Mr. 
-Scott's views that he should have such 
an advantage. Since Senator Scott says 
that he was i.nly writing to Mr. Melni 
-as a personal friend, and not as Secre- 
tary of State, we are hound to accept his 
statement, and therefore treat his letters 
as personal and not expressive of the 
views of the Laurier cabinet At the 
same time it is not necessary to 'lie more 
than a thousand years old to know that 
.there are ways and ways by which a 
•government may arrive at a desired, con- 
dition. But be this as it may, the early 
session was not held, and the political 
crisis in this province was prolonged sev- 
eral months to the great injury of busi- 
ness. 

The only thing upon which we desire 
.to lay stress is the unwisdom of federal 
interference in our affairs. In the first 
;pla.ce it is impossible for ministers at 
■Ottawa to understand the conditions ex- 
isting here. ■Senator Scott was vholly 
ivrong in his estimate of them. In the 
next place, it is not expedient that the 
affairs of the provinces should be regu- 
lated so as to suit the purposes of the 
party that happens to bo in power at Ot- 



A DISAPPOINTMENT. 

There was great disappointment in Vic- 
toria when it became known through the 
Colonist that no subsidy had been grant- 
ed to the railway to the north end id' Van- 
couver Island, although the sum of !?.'!,- 
500,000 had been asked from parliament 
for railway subsidies. We shall look 
with interest to see if the Minister of 
Railways, when he explains these sub- 
sidies, gives any reason for ignoring this 
very important line. Meanwhile we may 
say that the omission affords additional 
proof, though certainly none is needed, of 
the manner in which this province suf- 
fers from not having a representative in 
the cabinet. 

The application for a subsidy for the 
railway mentioned was backed up by the 
British Columbia Board of Trade, by the 
City Council of Victoria, by resolutions 
passed at several public meeting* and by 
petitions signed by some thousands of 
people in different parts of the province. 
So far as we know, these representations 
have been wholly ignored. The import- 
ance of the line in connection with north- 
ern transportation business cannot be 
overstated, and the advantage it would 
he to the Province and to the whole of 
Canada to have this Island developed, as 
it would be by such a railway, would be 
very great indeed. So strong a case can 
be made out, and has, in fact, been made 
out, for the line, that we find ourselves 
compelled to choose between regarding 
the omission to recognize it by a subsidy 
as either evidence of a determination to 
disregard deliberately the just claims of 
the province, or an indication that the 
lino in question is to form part of a large 
scheme of railway construction to be 
dealt with hereafter. It is because we 
do not know which is the correct explan- 
ation that we withhold such comment for 
tho present as we feel is called for if the 
former explanation is to he accepted.

to resist the French domination which 
he threatens. 

We do not believe that Mr. Tarte has 
any title to speak for the people of 
Quebec or for the other persons of 
French descent scattered throughout 
the Dominion. He is, we believe, as far 
wrong in this respect as he is when he 
talks about the tri-c-olor being the flag of 
the French-Canadians. The very great 
majority of the French-Canadians know 
France only as a name. The France 
from which their ancestors emigrated is 
not the France of to-day. The changes 
that have taken place are greater in 
degree than even those which have trans- 
pired in England since the Pilgrim 
Fathers set sail for the New World. 
Mr. Tarte expresses a spurious national 
feeling, to which he has succeeded In 
working himself up. Perhaps the ob- 
servation in his speech, to which the 
greatest objection can be taken, la the 
statement that the people of Quebec are 
more French than they were a year ago. 
There can only be one meaning to these 
words. Has anything transpired during 
the last year than alters in any degree 
the attitude of Canada towards the 
Empire? We all know that something 
has happened. War has broken out in 
South Africa, and Oanaila has con- 
tributed of her blood and money to aid 
the British arms. To the people of 
France this has nut been very agreeable 
news. It shows that Britain is stronger 
than the world thought. Hence Mr. 
Tarte hastens to tell the people of 
France that, notwithstanding this exhi- 
bition of loyalty to the Empire, a loyalty 
in which the French-Oanadiaus have had 
a most honorable part, Quebec is truer 
to France than ever, and hence in any 
designs she may entertain upon Great 
Britain, France may count upon Cana- 
dian neutrality. 

We are glad to see the Montreal 
Herald, a strong Liberal paper, condemn 
.Mr. Tarto's conduct in strong terms. 

The evil which such utterances as 
those of Mr. Tarte will do will not be to 
the English-speaking Canadians, but to 
those of French descent. Among the 
former there is every desire to see all 
lines of demarcation between themselves 
and their fellow-Canadians obliterated. 
Such men as Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Joly, ami others who 
might be named, either make one forget 
that the people of Canada are made up 
of races of different blood, or, if this 
fncl is recalled by some specially graceful 
act, which shows that the man who does 
it traces his descent to ancestors who 
lived across " the Silver Streak," they 
make us feel proud to know that under 
the Union Jack " Liberty. Fraternity and 
Equality" find their best expression, 
making a union of hearts and hands 
possible between the representatives of 
the two greatest races in the world. 
But men like Mr. Tarte, by their ill- 
advised utterances, create antipathy on 
the part of English-speaking Canadians 
ngainsl the French, and give opportunity 
for agitators to foment discord. It 
would be a distinct gain to Canada if 
Mr. Tarte were relegated to private life. 



TALKATIVE TARTE. . 

Mr. Israel Tarte made a speech at 
Rouen, France, not very long ago. 
Among other things he said: 

" In Rouen we are on Canadian soil 
and on French soil at the same time. 
We have returned to the land of our 
forefathers, for we have preserved the 
old traditions that our. lathers and 
mothers have handed down, and permit 
me to say and to repeat that we have 
remained French; we are more and 
more French; we are more French than 
we were twenty years ago; we are 
more French than we were a year ago. 
Over there we have found the means of 
living in peace with the English who 
surround us. We nave contrived to 
keep on ecpial ' erms with them, for we 
have always believed that the French 
genius could compete witli that, of their 
race. There we represent the France of 
Europe, and I do not think I make a 
mistake in saying that before twenty- 
live years are over we shall be a major- 
ity in North America. Out of a popula- 
tion of about six minions, which is that 
of Canada, we are two million French. 
Wo are, then, a respectable minority, 
and one which knows how to command 
respect, for we declare, for all to hear, 
that we are French, and resolved to stay 
so. Our gaze is turned constantly on 
you. Your reverses griove us; your 
successes rejoice us, We are certainly 
loyal British subjects, but, above all, 
Frenchmen. If some day you come — 
and I hope it will be as large a number 
of you as possible— and visit Canada, you 
will see there, on your way up the great 
river discovered by your fellow-country- 
man. Jacques Cartier, the tri-color flag 
waving over our villages, for it fa still 
the national flag of the French-Cana- 
dians. 

Wo do not know whether it was to this 
speech or another that Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier referred; when he said in parliament 
that he did not pretend to understand 
what Mr. Tarte meant by some of the 
things he said. In commenting upon 
this speech we desire to avoid anything 
like political partisanship, for the posi- 
tion taken by the Minister of Public 
Works cannot be properly considered 
from a party standpoint. It he is right 
in what he says, there will only be one 
party among the Canadians of English 
descent, and that will be one determined

Scenes in the Near Future. 

A press despatch from Montreal yes- 
terday c<weyed the information that Mr 
Robert Kerr, passenger traffic manager of

10,000 troops front Liverpool to Shang- 
hai in thirty days, providing the Imperial 
government placed fast transports in the 
service between Liverpool and Quebec. 

It is not at all improbable, in the event 
<L r active hostilities continuing in the 
Orient, that the Empresses will be com- 
missioned by the Imperial government 
and Victoria made the point of departure 
for British troops to China. 

Victoria would then become a most im- 
portant transportation point front a mil- 
itary standpoint, and stirring scenes are 
anticipated should the campaign in the 
Orient be a protracted one.

Gives His Views on the Boxer 
Trouble In North 
China, 



Ministers Were Warned Rebel'.lon 
Could Have Been Nipped 
In the Bud. 



J. D. Clark, accompanied by his niece, 
ML-s Alg.tr, arrived from Shanghai by 
the steamer Riojuu Maru. Mr. Clark is 
managing director of the Shanghai Mer- 
cury, and one of the leading journalists 
in the North Chinese city. He represents 
the Central News Bureau and the Lou- 
don Times at Shanghai. In au interview 
given to a representative of the Colonist 
on the arrival of the steamer, Mr. Clark 
said: 

"When I left China the position was 
very critical and foreigners and native 
CarJatlons were being massacred in the 
Northern provinces, especially in the 
country between Pekiu and Tien Tsiu. 

"This trouble commenced over twelve 
mouths ago. In the first place, a secret 
society, known as the Long Knife So- 
ciety, or the Boxers, started. They only 
started in a small way at tirst, and their 
object seemed to be to uphold the present 
dynasty. The head of the society is sup- 
posed to be the father of the newly-ap- 
pointed infant Emperor-elect. 

"The insurrection was evidently got up 
by the officials. It did not take long to 
spread, as it was supported secretly by 
the Empress Dowager. Many joined the 
ranks and their numbers increased rapid- 
ly. They commenced by murdering na- 
tive Christians and seizing property, and 
seeing that very little notice was taken of 
these crimes by the officials, they began 
to burn <lown Christian chapels, and then 
to murder foreign missionaries. The 
press in Shanghai repeatedly warned the 
ministers that tins organization was 
spreading and that if a stop was not put 
to the movement something serious would 
happen; hut very little notice was taken 
of the warnings. These Boxers soon as- 
sumed alarming proportions in and 
around Pekin, and they pillaged uud 
burned numbers of places of Christian, 
worship, murdering native Christians in 
ail directions, and the officials did little 
or nothing to quell these atrocities. These 
Boxers are religious fanatics, and before 
they are allowed to become members 
they go through certain incantations. 
They believe they are invulnerable to 
spear thrusts or sword cuts and to bul- 
lets. Their weapons are mostly" long 
knives, and in the beginning they used 
very few firearms. The movement now 
is something more than the mere hate of 
foreigners and their religion; it is a gen- 
uine fanaticism. They believe themselves 
to be possessed by some departed hero, 
or the spirit of some beast— such as a 
monkey, fox or tiger— and that they are 
assisted by whatsoever spirit they pos- 
sess. They are supposedly devout and 
are never known to pass a temple with- 
out worshiping, knocking- their heads on 
the ground before the idols, and some of 
their heads are quite swollen by these 
acts of devotion. Insense lias become 
quite scarce on account of their burning 
such an amount. They wear certain 
marks in their clothes so that they are 
known and are not afraid of being seeu. 
In fact, they have been drilling openly, 
not only in the country, hut in public 
places in Pekin, They are extremely 
cruel to all their victims, and think noth- 
ing of maltreating women, girls, old peo- 
ple and even sum II children. 

"Had the movement been nipped in the 
bud, none of this trouble would have 
taken place, but it was encouraged by 
those in power front the Empress Dow- 
ager downwards, and now millions of 
Chinese actually Leiieve that the time 
has come when all foreigners will be ex- 
pelled from China. The Boxers were 
only prevented from attacking Tien Tsln 
through believing the British marines had 
'a machine gun which would kill several 
hundred a minute.' As you already 
know, these Boxers have "succeeded iii 
partly destroying the railway between 
Pekin and Tien Tsin, and that numbers 
of men belonging to the different powers 
hail been landed and had gone to Pekin, 
and that the men-of-war of different na- 
tionalities had gathered outside Tien 
Tsin, and after being tired on by the 
Taku forts had attacked anil captured 
them, the Chinese fleeing. When I left 
China, guards from the different war ves- 
sels were pouring into Tien Tsiu. 

"After the movement had assumed seri- 
ous proportions, the foreign ministers had 
a meeting, when they informed the Chi- 
nese government that if they did not put 
down the Boxers the powers would do 
so themselves; but it became evident that 
the higher officials -were in collusion with 
the Boxeis in a gigantic anti-foreign 
crusade. The native minds in some places 
are inconceivably excited, and nothing is 
to preposterous for them to believe. Some 
even believe the Boxers can fly, spit tire, 
and even the most sensible of the Chinese 
believe the Boxers are immune to steel 
and iron, and the infection was running 
to craziness. They are sure that mir- 
acles can be performed. 

"The reaction will soon set in. if it has 
not already done so, and then these Box- 
ers wi.l be discredited as much as they 
are now exalted, and it will he a hard 
job for nnyono to acknowledge that he 
has been a Boxer. There were hundreds 
of ruffians in Pekin and Tien Tsin who 
were eager for slaughter, and were pa- 
tiently waiting for the fray to commence. 
Many are of opinion that, Russia is lean- 
ing towards the Empress Dowager, that 
she was pleased to see that the trouble 
had taken place, and that she had already 
.'50,000 or -10,00(1 soldiers ready to march 
on to Pekin. However, the powers had 
taken the matter in hand, and when I 
'eft China it was thought that British, 
American and Japanese troops would 
soon be on their way to Pekin. However, 
it is very evident that the Empress Dow- 
ager was looking to Russia for help in 
case of need. Affairs will not settle 
down in China until the Empress Dow- 
ager is dispossessed of all power and the

Whea U»e steamer Riojun Maru sailed 
from the Oricsit on June 20, the press of 
China mid Japan contained column afte 
column describing tie horrors of the 
Boxer march, the rapine, looting, burn 
dug ami massacres by the cruel and faun 
tiea! Iko-cliuttn-as, as the Chinese -call 
the Boxers. 

It was from Pekin and Tien Tsiu that 
the most serious stories of Chinese 
atrocities come. Correspondents writ- 
ing from the Chinese capital — letters as 
late as June 13 had been received — say 
that tliroogs of refugees were flocking 
into the city from all sides of the sur- 
rounding country. From destroyed Pao- 
tiug-fu they had been coming by cart and 
foot since the beginning of the month. 
Ragged and foot-sore parties were daily 
coming in. Boat-loads came down from 
the country near Fengtai. Prom all 
around they came — whites and natives 
dragging many wounded along with 
them, and telling of the dead that had 
fallen victims of the Chinese attackin 
parties en route. Legation street wa.s 
thick with fugitives. 

While the refugees were hurrying into 
the city to escape from the Boxers, small 
bands of Boxers, ranging from 20 to 30 
in number, were seen patrolling the 
streets. As they swung along the 
streets, not a Chinese olllcial did any 
thing to disperse, much less arrest them. 
The Boxers affected a uniform. Th 
majority wore red -caps, white belts and 
scanty vests. The attitude of the olti 
cials to them caused no small amount of 
apprehension among the foreigners, for 
it was then evident that they wer 
recognized by the authorities. 

Daily the rebels became more threat- 
ening, and on the 11th a mob burned 
the summer bouse of the ministers and 
others at Shishan. They also destroyed 
the race course and foreign cemetery. 
When the news of this outrage reached 
Pekin, the disturbed conditions were 
greatly increased, and when the rebels 
began to assemble in thousands outside 
the city of Pekin, carrying banners 
mostly yellow, with a red border— the 
just-arrived fugitives, the missionaries 
and the native Christians at the various 
missions— in fact ful the foreigners- 
were thrown into a state of great con 
sternation. Terror reigned. Messen 
gers were despatched to the coast for 
assistance, and then, fearing the terrors 
that were to come, the foreigners were 
gathered in the legations. The legation 
guards who had been brought up from 
Tien Tsin when the railway station 
above Pekin .were destroyed, barricaded 
the legations on either side of that, street, 
so well known to the'tourist. The cus- 
tom house and cathedral were also bar 
ricaded, and the other buildings turned 
over to the Chinese government— which 
is to say they were abandoned. The 
other buildings were prepared for 
siege, although at that time it was not 
expected that they would be abandoned 
to their terrible fate. The small guns of 
the guards were mounted in the com 
pounds of the British anil American 
legations, where the foreigners were 
afterwards centralized. 

It was not until June 13 that the 
rebels rose in the Chinese capital. The 
Boxers on that day attacked and cap- 
tured the whole eastern portion of the 
city. They set fire to it and the custom 
house, the cathedral and many foreign 
residences were destroyed. 

The foreigners gathered in the British 
and United States legations, expecting 
further rioting. They spent their time 
in storing what food they could and forti 
lied their places, where they waited, ex- 
pecting relief. The first victim of the 
Boxers from the legatory forces was the 
under secretary of the Japanese legation. 
The fullest account of the sad affair is 
given in a Tien Thin despatch to the 
Osaka Asahai. From this it appears 
that, the unfortunate man, by name 
Sugiramn Hin, was instructed to meet 
the Japanese marines on their entry into 
Pekin from Tien Tsin. He set out, ap 
parent ly alone, for Maehopoo, a station 
just outside the city wall, and when he 
reached the Winting gate — one of the 
seven gates of Pekin— lie was attacked 
by some Chinese cavalry under General 
Tong Fu-shao, and murdered. When he 
had been cut down by one of the horse- 
men, the Jap fell wounded. The others 
then rushed on him and literally cut. him 
to pieces. The body was stripped and 
dragged from the gate to a neighboring 
ereek, where it was buried, head down- 
wards. The body, tvhicli was after- 
wards recovered, was found to have been 
decapitated. The head was missing and 
the trunk was covered with sword-cuts. 

In the meantime the district between 
Pekin and Tien Tsin soon became com- 
pletely in the hands of the insurgei 
and the foreigners at the capital w 
cut off from communication with the 
lower town, except by courier. The local 
authorities were evidently too frightened 
to interfere with the movements of the 
Boxers. 

At Tien Tsin the situation was little 
different from that at Pekin, save in that 
while the foreigners there were gravely 
mennced, the danger was not as great 
as at the capital. Terror reigned, 
though, in the city on the Pei-ho. 
Nothing was heard there from Fekin, for 
the. Boxers had cut down the telegraph 
posts. In the city itself there were 
some 5.000 Boxers, and the greatest ap- 
prehension was felt lest they attacked 
the city. The sale of all firearms to 
Chinese had been prohibited. 

Refugees had flocked there, as at 
Pekin, and the sorry tales of horror had 
lie en repeated. A correspondent in a 
letter a few days prior to the departure 
of the troops from there, says: " We are 
having a most anxious time here. We 
can't sleep at night for fear of fire, as 
the Boxers have said they will burn the 
place, and two nights ago they did burn 
down n big go-down. So we all lie with 
our things packed ready to throw out of 
the windows. Patrols go around all. 
night, and we are all on the alert. Yes- 1 
terdny n runner came in from Borne 30 



French, begging for aid. They bad been 
marching three days and three nights 
with their' women folk; the Boxers had 
driven them from rlieir homes and 
wrecked the railway. A volunteer party 
went out, and by degrees about twenty 
wretched, worn-out iooldnu men lUlU 
women got in here in a bad State, four 
wounded, one carrying a Boxer flag he 
had managed to seize aud stick to. One 
poor woman had a, baby three days old; 
it died, but the mother is here, quite 
safe. Toor souls, they had an awful 
time, and have, of course, lost all their 
homes and belongings. Not ouJy were 
they chased by Boxers, fUfit Chinese regu- 
lar soldiers fired on thoifti Mowevcr, 
they killed 03 Chinese tefetween tiion*, 
and got in with four wounded Wily, tot 
seven are still missing." 

It was on the 10th of Jujie that Ad- 
miral Seymour and the American com- 
mander left for the frou'c. The first de- 
tachment to go forward ctms-isted of 
..'ght hundred British and Americans, 
the former predominating. The train, 
had machine guns mounted and took 
sleepers with which to repair the line. 
The Russian, Japanese, French and more 
British followed on a second train. The 
fact that the British and American 
troops went forward in the first train 
■caused no small amount of jealousy 
among the Russians and French. They 
had been complaining for some time be- 
cause of the supposed facilities given, to 
the British by the Britishers in the em- 
ploy of the railways. There was a seri- 
ous climax to a dispute of this kind 
Tien Tsin, according to a correspondent 
writing from that port. It seems that a 
party of French marines attempted to 
take charge of a train -which was re- 
quired to go to the front. Locomotive 
Inspector Weir refused to give, a locomo- 
tive to the Frenchmen, and one of the 
number attempted to bayonet him. The 
Britisher seized the muzzle of the rifle 
and the bayonet passed over his should- 
er. A British force was standing by 
waiting orders, aud for some moment*! 
the affair looked critical. The British 
naval and consular olllcers, the Unite* 
States consul and the railway men in- 
terpesed, the bol!ige:ent Frenchman 
was seized by his comrades and trouble 
averted, 

The first engagement with the Chinese 
occurred beyond Lang Fang, where the 
foreign marines advancing- to Pekin 
found the Boxers engaged in destroyin 
the railway line and bridges. A slight 
engagement took place. About fifty 
Boxers were killed. 

The column was halted for some time 
near this place, at a point called Lofa 
where there had been considerable dam- 
age done to the line, which had to be re 
paired before they could advance. Then 
was also seme difficulty about provi 
sions. The force, which numbered 
1,400, worked night and day repairing the 
line, and when they were ready to push 
forward they found that not far in front 
of them were a series of dongas filled 
with Chinese' regulars. A strTmg force 
of Boxers were also behind. They .vere 
isolated. The water was bad. Food was 
short, in fact they labored under many 
inconveniences. Details of this costly 
march, which failed to accomplish its 
purpose, have, however, been fully told 
by cable. The reports of the fighting con 
tained in the Oriental pap.rs are no full- 
er than those received 

The troops hud scarce left Tien Tsin 
for the front when, although other de- 
tachments were arriving from time to 
time, a large number of Boxers entered 
the city. They crossed the Pei Ho by 
the iron bridge. They passed over near 
the Taoti's yamen and then moved off 
in the direction of the country. They 
wore the red cap and white belt uniform 
of other Boxers and swung their naked 
swords as they walked. They threaten- 
ed to burn down the railway station. 
However, it seems that their attention 
was diverted to the missions, for later 
that night, the 13th, they destroyed {ho 
Roman Catholic church and two houses 
used by missionaries. The attacking 
party numbered five or six hundred. They 
slaughtered a number of native Chris- 
tians who were in the destroyed build- 
ings. 

lind thew set fire to the city, as was 
feared, they would have caused an aw- 
ful loss of life. A correspondent says: 
"The firing of Tien Tsin by the Boxers 
would prove to be a terrible catastrophe. 
The city resembles a bee hive. Its sev- 
en hundred thousand inhabitants are 
packed together so closely that one mar- 
vels how they manage to exist, aud the 
streets are so narrow that two wheelbar- 
rows can scarcely pass each other. A 
conflagration in 6Ueh a place could not 
possibly be checked and must cost a num- 
ber of lives." 

. All those in Tien Tsin, correspondents 
say, considered an attack on the city im- 
minent. The refugees were in daily ter- 
ror because of some new threat of the 
rebels, and when the means of escape 
was offered they eagerly grasped the op- 
portunity. The opportunity for escape 
came on June 18, when the Japanese 
tramp steamer Higo Ham came up the 
river. She is one of the smaller vessels 
of the Nippon Yusen Kaisha, aud easily 
went over the bar at Taku. She had 
just passeel up the river when the bom- 
bardment of the forts occurred, and had 
the forts not been taken she would 
doubtless have not been able to get back. 
It seems that the Japanese consul at 
Tien Tsin wired to Tokio for a vessel 
to go up for the women and children of 
the 'Settlement. The Higo Maru wai 
rested at Chee Foo on her voyag 
Japan and sent up the Tiver. She was to 
be followed by the steamer Gonkai Maru. 

The Higo Maru was unquestioned by 
the Taku forts and. according to a tele- 
gram receivenl at Yokohama on the morn- 
ing of the sailing of the Riojun-, she had 
safely reached Tien Tsin and was em- 
barking her passengers. They were to 
be taken down to Chee Foo or possibly 
Shanghai. 

According to reports received by the 
Iliojun, it is not only in the North that 
insurrection has broken out in China. 
From many other parts of the Middle 
Kingdom come reports of disturbances. 
In far away Yunnan, on the western 
border, the rebels are massed, a telegram 
from Chungking stating that the Bible 
Christian mission and the China Inland 
mission buildings have been completely 
destroyed. The missionaries are report- 
ed to have taken shelter in the local ya- 
men. Some Catholic churches are also 
reported destroyed. The outrages are 
said to have been committed by a mol 
hostile to railroad construction 

Some trouble is also anticipated at 
Soochow, where, it is said, the Boxers 
are expected to receive assistance from 
the notorious Big Knife society — the 
Kaloa-hui secret society. 

Japan is evidently sending a regiment 
of troops, Hays the Japan Mail of June 
10 — that is to say, two thousand pien of 
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The first annual meeting of the Wo- 
man's Auxiliary Sjciety, Proviue.nl Roy- 
al Jubilee Hospital, w;s held Tuesday 
at the city hall. 

Owing to the unavoidable absence of 
all the presidents, His Worship the 
Mayor consenteel to take the chair, and 
to be spokesman on the occasion. 

About seventy members of the hospital 
working societies attended. The Lord 
Bishop of Columbia, Rev. W. D. Barber, 
Rev. K. S. Rowe, Mr. Joshua Davies, 
Mr. It. L. Drury and Dr. Hazel! 
also present. Mr. II. D. Helmckeu, pre- 
sident of the board of directors sent his 
regrets at being unable to attend owing 
to an engagement he could not set aside. 

His Worship Mayor Hoywurd, who 
presided, in his introductory remark 
spoke as follows: 

"It affords me the greatest possibl 
pleasure in presiding to-day at this an- 
nual meeting of the Women's Auxiliary 
of the Provincial Royal Jubilee hospital. 
The reports to be submitted to you are 
highly satisfactory and interesting, and 
disclose a year's work of which the olll- 
cers and members may bo justly proud; 
and 1 am sure you will join with me in 
extending to them hearty congratula- 
tions anil commendation. 

" Many of us now present will remem- 
ber when the citizens met to consider in 
wliat way Her .Majesty's Jubilee could 
be best commemorated, and how, after 
many meetings and long discussions, it 
was finally resolved to build an up-ti 
date modern hospital, costing with ii 
equipment about .?75,000 or ?S0,000. Not 
jl few had serious and reasonable mis- 
givings that the task was beyond oui 
means, and that if the first effort to 
build and equip was successful, the large 
annual cost for maintenance would be 
a rock on which it would founder. Hap- 
pily these have all proved falsi, prophets, 
and to-day, notwithstanding the cost of 
maintenance for the year ending May 
31, 1000. was about $27,000, the institu- 
tion Is practically out of debt, although 
engaged to its fullest capacity in its 
noble work; and I think it may be said, 
without detracting in any way from the 
fair share of praise due to the directors, 
that the present highly satisfactory con- 
dition of the hospital is due in no small 
measure to the aeti.e and sympathetic 
co-operation of the ladie's of Victoria, 
and particularly to the Women's Auxil- 
iary. And 1 am not saying this as mere 
empty compliment. Yours ago, while on 
the board of directors, I endeavored, 
though unsuccessful, to give this auxil- 
iary an active share in the management 
of the hospital, just as it has been done 
so successfully for many years for the 
Protestant Orphanage. 1 have never 
been able to appreciate the arguments 
against it. Women are universally con- 
ceded to be the best and kindest of 
nurses— the most careful economists in 
household management. And in my 
humble opinion the hospital would gain 
in every respect by giving them a share 
in its management. 

" It was my good fortune to receive 
and introduce to the members of the Vic- 
toria city school trustees the first lady 
elected in that capacity; and also, on 
another occasion, to introduce a second 
lady in that honorable capacity. And 
there are now two members serving on 
that board, and not one of the evils 
prophesied to re-sult from this new de;- 
parture has occurred. On the contrary, 
the people of Victoria have reason to be 
grateful for the good, self-denying work 
done by these ladies, and will, if I mis- 
take not, always have soinii ladies repre- 
senting them on that board. And if the 
presence of the ladies on the Orphanage 
and School boards are 1 such a pronounced 
success, why rigidly exclude them from 
a share' in hospital management — a work 
for which they are pre-eminently quali- 
fied'.'" 

The secretary's report on the year's 
work was then called foe-, the Mayor 
kindly consenting to read it. It follows: 
Mr. Mayor, Ladies'and Gentlemen: 

I have great pleasure in laying before 
you a concentrated report of the work 
done by the Woman's Auxiliary Society 
during the past year. 

A detailed report of the same, with 
audited financial statement, will be pub- 
lished during the ensuing mouth, and 
mailed to every member of this society. 

Owing to bereavements, in which she 
lias the heartfelt sympathy of this so- 
ciety, our president, Mrs. A. J. Smith, 
feels unable to continue her duties at 
present, and has invited Mrs. Recke 
Robertson (the 1st vice-president) to un- 
dertake them for her. Mrs. Smith has 
for years rendered the most valuable 
services to the hospital, and is one of its 
oldest, and nn.st valued friends. It is 
with great regret therefore that we do 
not. have her amongst us, but we are 
grateful to know that we can rely upon 
the assistance of one as universally be- 
loved and respected as Mr. RocUe Rob- 
ertson. We have learned with much sor- 
row of the death of .Mrs. Digby-Barker, 
who, tho, gh living far away, had bo- 
come a hfe member of our society, aud 
who was a devoted friends to the hospital. 

The executive comm ttee have met 
monthly during the pas,: year, besides 
hairing held several special committees 
upon the work dcpartmini. The meet- 
ings have been very well attended, and 
the interest tlmroughly sustained. 

We have at present, a meniboii-hip Toll 
of 200, while our I.st of demons amounts 
■J to ISO. Work has been 'undertaken, or 
i p.esented, by upwards of seventy ladies, 
I not counting a special donation, repre- 
senting part equipment for the children's 
I waiel lrom Mis. L.>bb's working party 
I O'squimalt). 

I Our working fund was greatly assisted 
i during the year by a donation from the 
Arion club of $130, the proceeds of

During the year the Woman's Auxiliary 
have given two entertainments, one b - 
uig their annual ball, which, thanks to 
the great kindness and interest shown by 
all fr.enels of the hospital, proved a very 
great success. The oth.r small entertain- 
ment took place in April, and the net 
proceeds, amounting to e.g.ity dollars, 
were contributed to the working fund of 
the SjCiecy, which during this, our first 
year of comprehensive work, has sustain- 
ed an unusual strain. 

Our tln.uks are due to all our members 
for their sustained interest, and especial- 
ly to taote Who have undertaken active 
service, by canvassing districts and pur- 
ci:a.e.ng or distr.buting work. Also to 
the various visiting committees for th; ir 
c.ireful and faithiul investigations and 
leports; to various businiss firms for 
helpful couti ibution and donations, and 
to the press, both the Coloui t and the 
Times, for their kindly notices.

The Bishop of Columbia in i Using to 
propose the adoption- of this report, 
spoke some encouraging words upon the 
work in hand. He said that there were 
many difUeult.es to be met with in hospi- 
tal management, not the least of these 
being the elifhctilty in discriminating be- 
tween worthy and unworthy applicants, 
and that th.s difficulty was emphasized 
where an institution is not completely en- 
dowed, but has to be in part, self-sup- 
porting. His Lordship regret. eel the 
dinger at times like the present, when 
in the face of great national crises there 
is a tendency to neglect the particular for 
the general, and consequently local chari- 
ties and institut oils are often deprived 
of the necessary consistent support which 
means ther very life ami well-being. 

In conclusion H.s Lordship congratu- 
lated tho women upon tluir year's work 
and hoped that a turther increase might 
crown their efforts ta the new year. The 
Rev. W. D. Barber seconded the Bishop s 
niot.on, which, w.th a vote of thanks to 
ihe ix-cutive emtuittee was carried 
unanimously. 

The retiring executive committee were 
n xt re-e ected, w.th power to add to 
their number it desired. This committee 
will elect their president and olllcers at 
a special meeting to be called for the 
purpose. W.th regard to this, the first 
annual meeting eit the society' it is much 
regre.ted that no previous arrangements 
were made regarding matters for gener- 
al discussion. 'Ibis mistake, however, 
will be provided against by another year. 
Meanwhile a short statement was made 
by the secretary regarding the present 
needs in the hospital. By this it may be 
gathered that though an excellent founda- 
tion has been made', and cemented by 
much interest and sympathy, there still 
remains numerous unfulfilled needs. 
Among these may he noted many addi- 
tions^) the hospital furniture, mich as 
dressing waggons, fracture-beda and in- 
door ambulances, and a steTJizer and 
sterilizing room. Miss Grady stated that 
Mis. Mu-grave, of Cowichan, had al- 
ready undertaken to provide a fracture'- 
bid, and if individual members or friends 
of the hospital would follow this example 
and see to the providing of some one 
special need, the hosp.tal would soon be 
equ'pped.

main the maternity and children's wards, 
and a public hall or lecture room, which 
can be used for Sunday services, for lec- 
tures and for musical and winter enter- 
tuinments. 

A check for $10 was handeel the treas- 
urer by Mrs. Rocke Robertson before the 
meeting. This welcome contribution was 
sent by Mr. Edwin Johnson, of Cowichan, 
with a request that it should be spent on 
some special benefit for the nursing staff.

BOXERS AND TRIADS. 

Two Sets of Secret Societies Who Are at 
Loggerheads in China, 

Vancouver, July 5. — W. A. Cumyow, of 
Ynnouver. fcpenl^ intoi^tingiy of the 
present Boxer uprising in China. 
Mr. Cumyow, who was born of Chinese 
parents twenty-eight years ago at Fort 
Simpson, B.C., then the he to of naviga- 
tion, is a student of Cb'.ii>J lllst.iry and 
speakings Chinese and English with 
equal Uueney. Forty-tWD years a^o Mr. 
Oumyow's father and mother came from 
China, landing at San Francisco, but in 
the Cariboo gold excitement his parents 
moved to British Columbia and as a 
miner his father made enough money to 
give his son a liberal English education, 
and Mr. Cumyow by his own wits earn- 
ed enough money afterwards to enable 
him to pass his law examinations, and 
place him in a position to handle to a 
large extent, the law business of the 
Chinamen in Vancouver. 

In speaking of the Boxers, Mr. Cum- 
yow says that they nre an ancient secret 
society who first sprung into existence 
to protect their own peoples against other 
secret societies. There were in old times 
the Boxers and the Triads (or what nre 
called C.iinese Masens or Highbinders, 
by white people). The Triads and Box- 
ers have been always at variance with 
one another. At first hatred for the for- 
eigner did not enter into the creed of the 
Boxers, but it lias now become one of 
the pi lers of their faith. They fancy 
that the foieignc , and particularly the 
foreign missionary, are politcal aggres- 
sors in China with a mission tei rob 
China of her heritage. The Triads think 
differently, and have not sympa.thiz d 
with the Boxers or joined them in their 
insurrection. 

It was tho wish of the Boxers to ex- 
terminate tho foreigners, d.stroy them or 
drive' them from China. The'j* addressed 
a petition on these lines, but dlscre.t'y 
word d, to the Dowager Empress, and 
every th'nking Chinaman believes that 
the Dowag r Empress d : re'ctly or indi- 
rectly encouraged them in the uprising 
that followed, encouraged thvan to such 
an extent that, she planned that the im- 
perial troops desert to the Boxers. Mr. 
Cumyow elid not think as many did that 
tho united poweTs would take long to 
suppri'ss the Boxers. The armed Chinese 
troops were comparatively few, to what 
the powers could put into the field quick- 
ly. There had been terrible reverses at 
first, but as soon as the powers realized 
the seriousness of the situation they 
could send enough troops to annihilate all 
armed Chinamen if necessary. Mr. Cum- 
yow said that after the powers got 
through with the Boxers, the Triads, 
their old enennies who we're also armed, 
would have something to suy or do and 
as -the Boxers' appetite for blood had 
been aroused they would be eager to 
pounce on the Triads on their return 
from their tour of bloodshed, and the 
Triads, who outnumbered them, and 
wero compesed of the more educated and 
more intelligent Chinese, would soon 
make thorn crawl back to their homes in 
still more diminished numbers. Mr. 
Cumyow stated that the gre>at Cliine»se 
Reform Association with branches all 
over the world and of which, in Canada, 
he was the foreign secTetary, would have 
very much to say about this time. They 
had millions behind them to spend on 
warfare or peaceful trade. They wero 
for remodelling China after the plan of 
modern nations, and setting the Emperor, 
their Emperor, securely on the throne.

"Where's father?" the daughter inquir- 
ed, as she again passes her mother on 
her way to walk in the moonLit garden.

As I was 
just remarking, Major, I know the Boers, 
and if you go and bombard Colesherg 
and do such things all over the Froe 
State— destroying towns and houses— they 
will become very cruel and bitter.

Come up to the front if you wish to see 
how other spies work. 

There! wt: are passing De Aar, once the 
advance base of the Western forces. That 
is where the spies and rebels held high 
day and holiday, for we were then as 
green us grass. That is where bearded 
Boers used to stroll about the great camp, 
noting the arrival of the horses and 
mules, watching the stocking of the sheds 
with harnesses, bridles, and saddles, 
counting the boxes of ammunition, anil 
the hillock heaps of biscuit boxes. They 
said they had come to si*-' if we wanted 
any potatoes or butter, or would not like 
to pay them £25 each for a few five pound 
horses. AU day long they used to helio 
what we were doing, or ride to the near- 
est rebel headquarters and report more 
in detail. 

Only Heaven, good luck, and Boer 
cowardice ever saved to us Do Aar and 
its million pounds' worth of stores. 

In time we organized arulies, and to 
go with them, we formed our transport 
services. We hired carts and men from 
the country around us; negroes to drive 
and any sort of white men that happened 
along to serve as conductors. In Natal, 
it is fair to suppose that we salaried lew 
traitors and spies in this way, because it 
is said that ou that side Englishmen are 
all English, Scotchmen are all Scotch, 
and ali white men are white. It is dif- 
icreut in the three-quarters Dutch towns 
of the Colony, and if many of our trans- 
port men were not in sympathy with the 
Boom, it was due to our good luck rather 
than good management. 

Even in the employment of scouts, we 
established the doubtful rule, "that they 
must know the country and speak the 
Thai." (The lingo of the Boer.) 

Wo fought battles and now and then 
we halted. 

At once the farmers and the shop and 
hotel keepers came forward and said: 
"We are so. glad you have come," add- 
ing, always, that they were English or 
pro-English. They always said that the 
Boers bad been very kind and just, and 
had taken nothing, hut that the "Tom- 
mies," oh, my! Fruit and fowls and for- 
age had been stolen right and left — and 
who was to pay the bills V We promised 
to pay, and we bought their produce, 
rented their houses, took rooms in their 
taverns, ami always had them hanging 
about, listening, questioning, watching, 
The longer we rested, the more our sus- 
picious were aroused. Lights in the 
iiouses of our new friends were Hashed 
toward the Boers at tliglit, mounted men 
dashed away when we approached some 
houses. Boers swam the river to and 
from otheis of the cottages, heiios iiush- 
ed on distant hills; negroes came in and 
gave themselves up to loaf about for a 
day — and disappear! 

We enriched everybody, treated every 
man as if he was as guileless as our- 
selves, and hampered no oue with dis- 
trust—except the correspondents of the 
London newspapers. In return we got 
worthless Information and mai*> and lies 
about the Boers. • 

We were ringed around by a circle of 
sleepless eyes, We never made a move 
but what we saw that the Boers were 
aware of ami prepared for it. 

To light an invisible enemy was ter- 
ribly wearying, but to feel as if the very- 
air wo breathed was a conductor of in- 
telligence to that enemy was too un- 
canny for words. Once a colonel begged 
of his general lo allow him to do a pret- 
ty stroke" ou his own." He wanted to 
make a night attack on a certain kopje. 

"You may," said the general, "if you 
tell all your officers precisely what you 
are doing, and also make it known to the 
colonels whose regiments are oa either 
side of yours." 

The colonel in question made the move 
without ever hiking a soul, except his 
general, into his confidence. lie was 
trapped, encircled, killed; and his com- 
mand suffered awful slaughter. Said 
one of the Boers who helped to remove 
the dead: "We have never stayed on 
that kopje at night before, but we got 
word at 7 o'clock that this regiment was 
coming at 11, so we kept in our places." 

That is ottered as a sample of our ex- 
periences — not as an. extraordinary case. 

We' were lighting in an enemy's coun- 
try but wo could never grasp the fact in 
all its enormity. We could not believe 
that there was a lie on nearly every 
tongue -which spoke to us fair, a trick in 
almost every offer of help, a double-face 
above many a collar in our auxiliary' ser- 
vice, a dagger up half the sleeves that 
went with the open hands we grasped.

THE GARROTE. 

Demand Made in the Cortes for Its Sup- 
pression. 

From Now York Herald. ., , 

Among the things which this country 
inherited from Spain, as a result of the 
Tecent war, was the gaTrote as an in- 
strument of punishment— a fact which 



wes disagriebly impressed upon the pub- 
lic mind some weeks ago, whin the bar- 
barous weapon was used for the purpose 
of putting to death certain notorious 
malefactors in Puerto R'oo. The gener- 
al sentiment in this country is adverse 
to any such cruel punishment, even' in I 
the c;ise of the worst criminals, and now | 
a similar sentiment is spreading through- 
out Spain itself. 

The lirst evidence that the Spanish 
people had begun to d'sapprove of the 
horrible method of execution which has 
prevailed in their country for centuries, 
appeared a few days ago, when the Span- 
ish parliament decided that condemned

The Indian Army has not had long to 
wait befoie being called on to render 
help to the British Empire. 

The expedition to China will be a 
slight soiace to it for having to murk 
time while the game of war was hotly 
played in South Africa. 

The expeditionary force, which is to 
be sent out will number 0,000 men of 
all arms. With the exception of the 
field battery of artillery, it consists en- 
tirely of native regiments. 

But these regiments have in their ranks 
many races and many secUs and creeds; 
stalwart Sikhs, Rajputs of high lineage, 
and the bluest blood of Hindustan; fiery 
Pathaus from the wild borders of Afghan- 
istan; unld-eyed Tamils and Telingas 
from die rice-flats of Madras; Sikh, Hin- 
du, and Mahommedau — ay, and Roman 
Catholic, for Madrus Sappers usually 
profess this creed, though now and again a 
Protestant, a Nonconformist, aud even an 
American -Methodist finds his way into 
the ranks of these spleudid Indian en- 
gineers. 

This contingent is thoroughly represen- 
tative of India as a whole. Its departure 
will stir up a spirit of envy throughout 
the? native army; it will start multitudin- 
ous prayers for a large development of 
tho Chinese crisis and the consequent 
med for many more troops. 

in lSliO-02 twelve regiments of native 
infantry sailed from India for the Far 
liiast compared with live on this occasion, 
and two regiments of cavalry as against 
one. To put it roughly, the Indiau con- 
tingent in the early sixties was twice as 
largo its on this occasion. But we only 
seem to be at the beginning of the China 
trouble. The Indian army is a more ef- 
ficient and larger lighting machine than 
forty years ago. Moreover, the Indian 
Empire to-day marches for thousands of 
miles "with the Chinese Empire. Rail- 
ways have advanced through Upper Bur- 
ma' to within a little distance of the Chin- 
tse boundary, so should the rebellion 
spread, Britain's army in the East will 
play a large part in quelling it. 

But will India also have to pay? Be- 
fore the lirst transport drops down the 
tide that, question will be raised. India 
has been harshly treated in the past, and 
in these days of plague aud famine, while 
she can spare men, she cannot spare 
treasure. 

Of the regiments selected for service 
in China two particularly distinguished 
themselves in the Patlian revolt of ISO". 
It was the 1st Sikhs who furnished Mr. 
Gee, the political officer, with an escort 
on that ill-fated visit to the Tocbi Valley, 
when the party was ambuscaded us they 
sat iit lunch, and would have been anni- 
hilated but for the cool courage displayed 
by the native o Ulcers, every European of- 
ficer having been shot down. The 1st 
S.khs Leloags to the Punjab Frontier 
force. It has only four companies of 
Sikhs; two companies being composed of 
Pathaus, one of Dogras of hill Rajputs, 
and one of Punjabi Mahominediius. 

The 24th Punjab Infantry, which is re- 
cruited in exactly the same way as tho 
1st Sikhs, formed part of the famous 
garrison of the Malakand. Of its Patli- 
an companies the story is told that when 
the little force was in the most desperate 
straits the tribesmen shouted to their fel- 
low-ti ib smen to lay down their arms. 
"CertaiMiy." was the reply from within 
the walls; "come and take the rifles from 
our hands." The tribesmen, rejoicing at 
their treachery, rushed gaily in, to be 
met by withering volleys and scornful 
cheers as the Pathaus of the 24th Infan- 
try blazed into the brown. The doctor 
of the regiment is Major Wlutchurch, 
V.C. Ho won the bronze cross at the 
siege of Chitral, when after a sally he 
carried home under heavy fire a wounded 
comrade on his sholders. 

The 1st Bengal Lancers, formerly Skin- 
ner's Irregular Horse, is recruited en- 
tirely from Mahommedaus. Its honorary 
co.onel is the Duke of York. It last saw 
service in Afghanistan. The Bombay 
regiment is raised mainly in Rajputana, 
while the 1st Madras Pioneers obtains 
its men from the south of the Peninsula. 
The latter regiment was first raised as 
long ago as in 1V5S. The Madras Sap- 
pers is a famous corps of engineers, in 
which families, generation after genera- 
tion, have enlisted. At the building of 
bridges, the making of roads, the raising 
of forts, it is unequalled. It can handle 
a rifle with pluck. There is no regiment 
with a liner record in the Indian Army 
l.st. 

The 1st. Madras Pioneers are stationed 
at Bangalore; the 1st Sikhs at Kohat, on. 
the Punjab frontier. From Kohat to 
Bangalore is a similar d'Stance as from 
Edinburgh to Gibraltar; smilar, too, is 
the difference in climate, also in the breed 
of men.

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, June 30.— The Emergen*^ Bu- 
llous Enquiry, -which was concluded this 
week, its the most effective work -which 
the, Conservatives in parliament have 
done for many a long day. It is the cus- 
tom for the government, in grunting a 
special committee, to place a majority of 
itti supporters upon il, and it was there- 
lore lully expected that the Liberals 
would bring in a whitwashiug report, 
They have not ouly done thits, but 
throughout the investigation have used 
every means in their power to frustrate 
the taking of evidence. When the com- 
mittee met on Wednesday to consider 
their report to the house, the Liberal 
members had a cut and dried draft in 
readiness, which in substance, dechnvn 
that Mr. MouK'b charges were not prov- 
en. The Conservatives, naturally dis- 
satisfied with this document, asked for 
an adjournment and at a subsequent 
meeting had their draft report prepared. 
This report states that there can be no 
doubt that Hatch's foods were the only 
foods ever mentioned in the militia de- 
partment up to 1st January, TJUU All 
the information the government received 
by letter from Hutch spoke of "The 
Hatch rrotose Co." This company was 
known to and addressed by the Minister 
of Militia. The men tested at Kingston 
knew the food. Hatch s protose, under 
the name o£ protose powder, protose 
bread, and protose bisc-nn. All til's was, 
known to Dr. Borden. From the evi- 
dence the report states that "it fully ap- 
pears that tile Minister of Militia was 
perfectly right when he stated in the 
house on June (3 that the. name of the 
food was "protose," and that it was well 
known that Henri Hatch was the sole 
manufacturer thereof." The government 
was offered Bovril at 70 cents a pound 
before the First Contingent sailed. Hut 
the government said it was not buying 
rations. Further, Dr. Devlin hud labels 
printed setting forth the virtue of vital- 
ine vi ..•etable proteid food, ou January 
3. 1UUU. On this label it was stated 
Canadian soldiers have lived in perfect 
health twenty-one to thirty days." Dr. 
Devlin told Dr. Neilsou that vitaline 
and the food tested at Kingston were 
identical. Thereupon Dr. Neilson recom- 
mended it to Dr. Borden as an emer- 
gency ration. Then, without an analysis 
to show the identity of the food, Dr. 
Borden approved of the recommendation 
and Dr. Devlin got the contract. The 
reason assigned in the house by the Min- 
ister for the purchase of this food is 
quoted as it is reported in Hansard, 
namely, that statements appearing in the 
press in December that our troops were 
suffering from insufficient food on long 
marches, it was decided to send out "this 
emergency ration in ease the ordinary 
supplies gave out so they would have 
something to rely on." Again, samples 
of vitaline were got by Capt. Benoit at 
Halifax, not according to instruction but 
for his personal satisfaction. This sam- 
ple, and the sample tendered by Dr. Dev- 
lin, were analysed by the Dominion an- 
alyst, who said, on February 12: "It 
does not appear that this proteid powder 
i.-: a very good concentrated food or is 
entitled to its mime or has a. food value 
equivalent to Sli per pound." Yet in 
face of this, Dr. Devlin was paid, on 
February II, $4,600, at the rate of $2 
per pound. "Your committee," the re- 
port proceeds, "were deprived of the evi- 
dence of the said Thomas Mael'arlane, 
because, as was stated, he was then on 
the high seas." Moreover, on January 
25, 1900, -Mr. Hatch wrote Dr. Borden 
a registered letter, warning him of the 
bogus character of Devlin's food, that 
is was not Hatch's protose, tested at 
Kingston. This letter, which was in the 
l]ature of a public document, should have 
been liled in the department, but the 
Minister only mentioned its contents to 
Dr. Devlin. The report also dealt! with 
the evidence, which shows that there was 
no such company as the "Vitaline Com- 
pany, corner Craig and Bleury streets, 
Montreal," as appeared ou the label, and 
that there was no establishment at that 
address. Again, Dr. Ituttan analysed a 
sample of the food sent to South Africa. 
He swore it "would require a pound and 
three-quarters in order for soldiers to 
get sulticlent proteid." Dr. Button's evi- 
dence showed that Dr. Devlin's food was 
absolutely worthless as an emergency ra- 
tion. The report goes on to recount the 
bringing of the food in Saratoga trunks 
from the United States. It states that 
Die committee was prevented from get- 
ting certain information because Dr. 
Devlin, after attending every meeting of 
the committee, suddenly skipped out. The 
report says: "Your committee is of the 
opinion that Dr. Devlin never intended 
making any statement, and that he used 
the means he did for the sole purpose of 
inventing an excuse for his non-appear- 
UUJ« on the witness stand." All the wit- 
nesses examined on this subject swore 
that emergency rations should be packed 
in air-tight and water-tight tins, such as 
are used every day for holding ordinary 
paint and white lead. As to the cost of 
the food, taking Dr. Devlin's estimate 
of [he value lit 30 cents per pound, the 
committee finds that, adding $300 for 
travelling expenses, the cost was !?!,- 
349.00. "The contractor realized a pro- 
iit of $3,316.10 on an emergency ration, 
which the evidence established beyond 
controversy to be worthless as such." 
Tlie report complains of the fact that the 
Liberal majority prevented the finding 
out of what iiad been done with the 
money tllrtt had been borrowed by Dev- 
lin and Lyons from tl.c Merchants Bank, 
Montreal, ou the strength of the contract. 
The commit tpo nlsn condemns the policy 
of the Liberal majority in refusing to 
have the biscuits, bread and powder ex- 
hibited by Hatch analysed. In contra- 
distinction to this action is placed the 
action of the Mii>n»;tv in allowing the 
powder to be unniysi-d that Dr. Neilson 
s.iid he received fiditi Dr. Devlin prior 
to the Kingston tost. The committee; 
therefore, declares the contract wit'" 
Devlin to have bcit> tered in - with 
undue and unnecessary baste by tV; Min- 
ister o" Mi.laa; th.it the emergency f""l 
supplied by the contractor was totally 
unfit for the purpose intended, and an 
imposition was practised upon the de- 
partment: that the department of militia, 
after the warning received from Mr. 
Hatch, and the report made by Mr. Mac- 
fariano. Dominion analyst, should have 
disallowed payment of the sum of $4,006^ 
and that the Minister should have im- 
mediately communicated with the Cana- 
dian contingent. The report concludes 
by declaring the Minister of Militia and 



the department of militia to have been 
guilty of culpable negligence in purchas- 
ing and providing the Canadian soldiers 
with an article totally unlit for the pur- 
poses for- which it was intended. Of 
course, the government's subservient ma- 
jority will force through the house the 
report prepared by Mr. Belcourt ami his 
associates, but this will not save the 
ministry from the just condemnation 
which 'the people will inflict upon it at, 
the polls. 

Mr. Mulock'u bill which has for its ob- 
ject the settlement of labor disputes era 
bodies some of the suggestions made by 
Mr. Clute in his report on the labor dif- 
ficulties in British Columbia. The meas- 
ure is good enough as far as it goes, al- 
though some of those most competent to 
judge say that it will fail of its object, 
on account of its. not being sufficiently 
drastic. The weakness of the measure 
lies in its permissive character. In the 
event of a dispute between masters and 
men arising the government is to appoint 
a board of conciliation, when so request- 
ed. There is no power given to examine 
witnesses under oath, nor, in the event 
of a finding, to make its acceptance com- 
pulsory. To this extent, therefore, the 
measure is defective. .The sruggestion is 
thrown out that it would be well to lay 
the bill over until next year, and i.i the 
meantime to secure the views of both 
emyloyers and employed. The Postmas 
tor-General would not hear of this, as he 
wanted to get the credit of having done 
something for the working classes, es- 
pecially as the general elections are with- 
in measurable distance. On? feature of 
the government's proposition, namely, that 
which contemplates the creation of a la- 
bor .bureau for the purpose of gutherin 
and collating statistics relating to In 
hor is likely to prove useful, provide 
the bureau is not placed in charge of a 
party hack, who will use his ofllce pimply 
for the purpose of furthering the Interests 
of the Liberals. There is a shrewd su 
piciou that this measure, as also th it re- 
lating to the Chinese, is simply n part of 
the pre-election programme of the gov- 
ernment, designed specially for the pur- 
pose of catching votes. 

The disposition on the part of leading 
Liberals to "get in out of the wot" is 
daily becoming more apparent. Before 
the government decides to go to the 
country it is expected that there will be 
some sweeping ministerial changes, If 
Mr. Chamberlain's proposal to constitute 
the judicial committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil of one paid representative from each 
of the self-governing colonies, in addition 
to the present English members be adopt 
ed, as undoubtedly it well, it is generally 
felt that Sir Wilfrid Laurior will accept 
the position of Canadian judge in that 
body. A salary of $.'15,000 per annum 
and a peerage is not to be sneezed at. It 
does not come in the way of a Canadian 
lawyer more than once in a lieftime, and 
us the Premier is admittedly a poor man, 
and this is no reflection upon him by any 
means, no one could blame him for accept- 
ing what may be regarded as the plum of 
the legal profession. Lady Laurior is 
known to be very anxious to get her bus 
band out. of politics. Should Sir Wil- 
frid decide to go he will undoubtedly he 
succeeded by Mr. Fielding, who is the 
best man in sight. Sir Richard Cart- 
wright's day as an active politician is 
ovit. His phys : cal ailment has taken 
all the energy out of him. nnd it can- 
not he long now before he will retire 
from politics Altogether. Sir Louis 
Davies is also said to be anxious to quit 
polities. Mr. Justice King, one of th 
Maritime representatives, on the Supreme 
court bench, is not in good health, and 
is disposed to retire into private life. 
Should he step out he will undoubtedly 1» 
succeeded by the Prince Edward Island 
knight. Mr.' Sifton is slated for the posi- 
tion of Lieutenant-Governor of Mani- 
toba in succession to Hon. J. C. Batter 
son. whose term of ofllce will expire in 
September next. It looks also as if Mr 
Tarte will be dropped. A sbuille is ex- 
pected in Quebec by which Governor 
.Tette will go on the bench again, and Mr, 
Tarte take the Governorship. These 
changes will bring forward a number of 
younger men, so that if Mr. Fielding 
goes to the country ns Premier it will be 
with an entirely new outfit and will save 
them from the condemnation of the people 
which is hound to come as a result of the 
failure of the Liberals to carry out their 
promises. * 

No greater instance of the complete 
repudiation by the Liberal pirty of their 
pre-election pledges could be found than 
In the appropriations for the coming year. 
The main estimates total $49,000,000, 
the supplementary estimates for the year 
just closing, but which are not yet all 
voted and will be spent principally in 
July nnd August, amount to $3,00; 1,000, 
while the snpplementaries for the coming 
year total $7,200,000. Tims parliament 
at the. present session will lie called upon 
to vote practically $00,000,000, as ngafnst 
$40,000,000 the last year the Conserva- 
tives were in power. How the- Liberals 
shouted the last year they were in op- 
position about the extravagance of Die 
Conservatives; indeed, Sir Wilfrid Lan- 
der himself declared, and Mr. Mills back- 
ed him up, that at the very least the ex-' 
ponditure could be reduced to $35,000,000 
without impairing the efUciency of the 
public service. And yet, after all, the 
country has had fair warning of the 
carnival of extravagance and corruption 
which might be expected under Liberal 
rule, for Mr. Tarte is on record as hav- 
ing said the first year the Liberal party 
were taxed with a heavy outlay, "Oh, 
that is nothing. Wait until you see us 
next, year." And so each succeeding 
year has been worse than' the previous 
one. The electors of Canada may well 
ask when all this outpouring of public 
money is to stop. 

The reasons given by the government 
for the dismissal of Lieutenant-Governor 
Mclnnes are not very full, but as far as 
they go they arc' pretty severe. When 
Sir Wilfrid states that Mr. Mclnnes' 
"usefulness is gone," he uses a phrase 
which is not new in Canadian politics, as 
it, was adopted on the occasion of the 
dismissal of Mr. Letellier by the Con- 
servatives, In the Mclnnes case, how- 
over, there is a wide difference from the 
Letellier instance. The present govern- 
ment has gone to the extreme length of 
dismissing its own appointee, a geutl 
man who, although at one time a Con- 
servative, had for many years given an 
unswerving support to the L'beral party. 
The politicians here are naturally very 
curious to know what Mr. Mclnnes is 
likely to do in the future; whether he 
intends to run for the Dominion limine 
of Commons in his son's place, and if 
successful how many supporters he could 
muster to his third party. 

Col. Trior, in a brief speech this week 
showed the injustice of the department 
of agriculture in paying for the transpor- 
tation to, ami maintenance at, Tracadie, 
N.K.. of cerlnin lcpjrs from Nova Scotia 
and Prince Edward Island, while at the 
same time the government positively de- 
clines to assume any responsibility- for 
the poor unfortunates on Darcey Island. 
Mr. Fisher had no adequate excuse to 
give. All that he could say was that the 
government c mid n >t take charge of the 
poor fellows in British Columbia simply 
beeaus" they were Chinamen. He could 
not find any excuse for saddling the co<t 
of the people on the local authorities.

FRENCH CANADIANS 



Happy Combination of the 
Best Traits of Two Great 
Kaces.

A nation that would combine the best 
iiuulities of the great French and En- 
glish nations, would be a nation indeed. 
1 know of none such. But 1 do know a 
certain number of individuals who com- 
bine the very best qualities of the French 
and English' races. Mrs. Malaprop in 
the play enquires if a certain person is 
like Cerberus, three gentlemen at once. 
As a matter of fact, the individuals to 
which 1 allude are three gentlemen at 
once. They are very good Frenchmen, 
they are very good Britons, and they are 
besides a delightful combination of both, 
which is quite irresistible. You can well 
imagine that articles of such rare excel- 
lence are by no means as plentiful as 
blackberries. There is only one country 
in the world where they are to be found. 
That country is Canada, and they are the 
Britannic French-Canadians. 



It is my singular good fortune to have 
among some of my best friends a num- 
ber of Britannic French-Canadians. They 
are in my opinion the highest class of 
Her Majesty's subjects, and if in the 
course of this article 1 can give you some 
idea of their principal characteristics, I 
Shall be heartily glad of it. To begin 
with the Britannic French-Camidiaus to 
which I allude are all educated men, and 
as a rule or the ancient faith. Now and 
then you meet with a French Huguenot, 
They are good French and English schol- 
ars. As a rule they speak English with 
a perfectly pure accent; sometimes with 
a slight French accent that is very pleas- 
ant and agreeable to the ear. But whe- 
ther they talk English with or without a 
slight accent, their command of the Inn 
gunge is absolute. 



As they have command of both langu- 
ages they naturally read both literatures, 
and have therefore a much wider iatel 
lectual horizon than the ordinary English 
speaking Canadian. They are equally at 
home with their French countrymen, or 
their adopted British brethren and are 
equally beloved by both. Were you to 
see them with the former you would be 
certain they were French; with the hitter 
you would be equally certain they were 
English, unless you happened to' know 
their names. The English are nut by 
any means a demonstrative people us a 
rule, but they make an exception in the 
ease of the Britannic French-Canadians 
They are not only very fond of them, but 
they show it unmistakably. They invar- 
iably cali them by their Christian names 
on comparatively short acquaintance. The 
Britannic French-Canadians possess to 
the full the English energy and love of 
sport, and nro as manly as you could 
wish for, nnd they also possess in an 
equally marked degree the French tact 
mid good breeding. Their manners are 
all that could be desired, and I would 
back them in this respect against any 
class of people in the world native 
Frenchmen included. As if nature had 
wish to finish a -good job in a workman- 
like manner, she has provided nearly all 
of them with excellent headpieces. They 
are almost without exception much above 
the average' in intellectual qualities, I 
have known a good many of them and at 
present I can only recall ono below the 
mental average. * His social qualities 
were so admirable that it did not really 
matter a bit whether he possessed brains 
or not. A common friend, however, told 
me the other day that he had suddenly 
developed a strong taste for mechanics, 
which bids fair to carry him to fame and 
fortune. With all these remarkable qual- 
ities one might be prepared to detect a 
little alloy of conceit in the composition 
of the Britannic French-Cnnadiaiw. You 
will not find a grain. They are absolute- 
ly free from assumption, affectation or 
nonsense of any sort or description. It 
is one of the greatest charms. Prosper- 
ity, I often thinl; is an excellent touch- 
stone. Most of us who possess: any spirit 
whatever can make a shift to bear up 
with some degree of fortitude against 
adversity, but prosperity is apt to catch 
one napping. The man who, in the 
phrase of the day, has been a success in 
life, and, is still unspoiled, and unassum- 
ing, and who bears his honors with 
becoming gratitude to the Great Dispen- 
ser, is emphatically a man. You might 
make any one of the Britannic French- 
Canadians of my acquaintance king of 
the Cannibal Islands to-morrow and he 
would not alter by one iota the cordial 
courtesy of his bearing to his friends. 

Colonel Oirouard, It.E.. formerly direc- 
tor of Egyptian railways under Lord 
Kitchener, and now director of military 
railways in South Africa under I/ord 
Koberts, is a capita! type of the Britan- 
nic French-Canadian. This is what the 



late famous war correspondent, G. W. 
Steevens, says of him in his book, "With 
Kitchener to Khartoum:" Conceive „c 
blend of French audacity of imagination, 
American ingenuity and British dogged- 
ness in execution and you will have the 
ideal qualities for such a work. The di- 
rector of railways, Bimbashi Girouard, is 
a Canadian, presumably of French deri- 
vation. In early -life he built a section 
of the Canadian Pacific. He came out to 
Egypt for the Dongola campaign, one of 
three subalterns specially chosen from the 
railway department of "the Royal En- 
gineers. The Soudan killed the other 
two out of hand, but Bimbashi Girouard 
goes on building ami running his 'rail- 
ways. The Dongola line rune as far as 
Kerma, above the third cataract. The 
Desert line must wait ut Athara for a 
bridge before it can be extended to Kbnr- 
toum. But already there is something 
over 500 miles of rail laid in a savage 
desert, u record to make the reputation 
of any engineer in the world, standing to 
the credit of a subaltern of sappers. The 
Egyptian army is a triumph of youth on 
every side, but in none is it more signal 
than in the case of the director of rail- 
ways. He never loses his head nor for- 
gets his own mind; he is credited with 
being the one man in the Egyptian army 
who is unaffectedly unafraid of the Sir- 
dar. Having finished the S. M. R. to 
the Athara, Bimbashi Girouard accepted 
the post of director-general of nil the 
Egyptian railways. There will be plenty 
of scope for him in the post, and it will 
not bo wasted. But just reflect again on 
that crowning wonder of British Egypt, 
a subaltern with all but cabinet rank and 
£2,(100 it year!" I happen to know Gir- 
ouard very well, and a common friend 
who is in a position to know whereof he 
siM'aks told me Girouard was the only 
officer of Lord Kitchener's staff, for 
whom he showed unmistakable fondness. 
It would appear that even the iron stoic- 
ism of the Sirdar was not proof against 
the captivating charm of manner which 
tin 1 Britannic French-Canadians possess 
as their birth-right. — -The Lounger.
